“SHANGHAI, April. 12.—The second 
general strike in less than a month 
Bas been called in Shanghai as a re- 
guilt of the open warfare between the 
Communists in the labor, unions and 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s adherents, 

now in control of Shanghai. 
-“The last twenty-four hours have 
found the battle thrown squarely into 
the open. Chiang Kai-shek’s soldiers 
ded the strongholds of the Commu- 
nists in the. labor union centres 
throughout the Chinese city during the 
early hours of this morning. Brisk 
battles resulted and the casualties are 
at least fifteen armed. laborers killed 
and one soldier, : 

The raids resulted in gigantic mass 
meetings this afternoon, one in Nan- 
tao, outside thegsrench. concession, 
and the other in Chapei, north of the 
international settlement. 

The foreign areas were tightly closed 
against the passage of Chinese through- 
out the day, foreigners experiencing 
difficulty in passing even between the 
French concession and the settlement. 


50,000 Are Already Out. 


It is estimated that 50,000 workers 
are already affected. The workers to- 
day notified employers that all labor- 
ers except those employed in civic 
works were taking a holiday to attend 
the mass meetings. Some workers 
sent a letter to certain mill owners 
this evening advising that they were 
not coming to work tomorrow, adding 
that the reasons would be given later. 

The mass meetings passed off com- 
paratively quietly. The Nantao gather- 
ing was in the public recreation 
grounds near Westgate. It sent a huge 
deputation to see Pai Chung-hsi to de- 
mand a statement of his attitude on 
the right to form unions and to hold 
meetings. Pai replied that he was in 
favor of permitting the formation of 
unions, but did not desire the laborers 
to become communistic and wanted 
them to remain orderly and peaceful. 
If they complied, he told them they 
need expect no trouble, but otherwise 
he would disarm them and would not 
permit any unions to function. 

His firm stand backs up Chiang Kal- 


ghek’s attitude toward the Bolshevist 
element. 


Foreigners on the Alert. 


The police and military authorities 
of the French concession, as well as 
the international settlement, spent a 
busy day keeping in touch with the 
growing. antagonism. among the Reds 
and anti-Red elements within the Na- 
tionalist ranks following the morning’s 
raids. Fearing attempts to enter the 
foreign areas, strong guards were 
posted at all strategic points, the 
French taking particular precautions 
to guard the gate at St. Catherine’s 
Bridge, near the Nantao meeting. 

Here the only altercation of impor- 

tance of the day involving foreigners 
occurred at about 2:30 o’clock this af- 
ternoon, when throngs approached the 
gates and threw a vast quantity of 
posters inside, the handbills cluttering 
the barbed wire entanglements. Some 
one then set fire to the masa of paper, 
which burned rapidly and threatened 
to destroy the post. 
. French marines and Annamites used 
fire extinguishers as well as large fire 
hose to extinguish the blaze. Then as 
the crowd grew nasty they turned both 
the water and the extinguishers on the 
Chinese outside the gates, who still 
milled thereabouts. Three shots were 
fired into the air, which together with 
the water treatment soon dispersed the 
mob. 

Nationalist troops on the other side 
then aided in keeping the populace at 
a good distance from the gates and no 
further trouble was reported.

‘Communist Intrigues to Hurt

SHANGHAI, April 12.—The National- 
ist Party, formed of a coalition be- 
tween the Communists and the Kuo- 
mintang, is now. hopelessly divided, ac- 
cording to inf--~.tion given to me 
personally by a Government official 
than whom there is none higher in 
Shanghai at present. My dispatches 
have indicated this fact for some 
weeks, but I refrained from stating it 
definitely until absolutely assured of it. 

Realizing the disaster the division 
will bring, General Chiang Kai-shek 
and Wang Chin-wei, respectively the 
chief military and political personages 
in the lower Yangtse Provinces, have 
asked Hankow to send representatives 
to a Nationalist conference at Nanking 
on Friday, but Hankow has not yet 
sent anybody and none is expected. 
Therefore the cor «nce, in the opin- 
ion of Nationalists here, will not take 
place. 

Thinks Breach Unhealable. 


I can state authoritatively that Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek himself regards 
the breach as unhealable. For a fort- 
night Wang Chin-wei has been work- 
ing desperately to mend it, but unsuc- 
cessfully. 

The outward evidences of hostility in 
today’s news are Hankow’s dismissal 
from the party of Kuo Tai-chi, who 
accepted the commissionership of For- 
eign Affairs in Shanghai from Chiang 
Kai-shek, and this morning’s raids by 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops on the Com- 
munist and labor headquarters at 
Shanghai. 

I learn that Chiang hag no intention 
of declaring himself dictator of the 
new Government he is forming, but 
will adhere to those Kuomintang mem- 
bers who will support him and call 
them the Kuomintang Government. 
There are still several Kuomintang 
members in Hankow, but its Govern- 
ment is essentially Communist, al- 
though it pretends to be all three— 
Communist, Kuomintang and National- 
ist—and issues manifestoes as if su- 
preme. 

It is the intention to form a new 
Government at Nanking this week and 
the new capital will likely be there. If 
the plan is carried out the Government 
will probably be born to the music of 
gunfire as Chiang Kai-shek is fortify- 
ing and reinforcing the city’s defenses 
to the full extent of his power and has 
induced five or more gunboats thither. 


Many Tales of Intrigue Told. 


Tales of intrigue against Chiang Kai- 
shek have long been popularly cur- 
rent. Today one of his closest Gov- 
ernment associates told me that the 
Nanking anti-foreign attack was or- 
dered by the Hankow Government to 
involve Chiang in trouble with the for- 
eigners and also that Hankow had 
retained arms and supplies intended for 
Chiang’s armies and prevented Canton 
from supplying him, besides endeavor- 
ing to corrupt his subordinates. 

My informant intimated that Chiang 
fears attempts upon his life, which

BRITISH-CABINET | 
APPROVES BALLOT 
FOR WOMEN OF 24 


Baldwin Wins Hard Skirmish in 
His Battle to Fulfil Pledge 
Given at Last Election. 


BILL IN PARLIAMENT SOON 


By Ending Other Restrictions on 
Women It Would Add About 
5,000,000 to Electorate. 


AND PUT THEM IN MAJORITY 


Women Have Been Speaking on 
Street Corners for a Month in 
Fight for Suffrage Extension.

LONDON, April 12.—The fight for 
equal voting rights for women was won 
in the British Cabinet today, and 
within a short time Parliament will 
find before it a Government-sponsored 
measure not only permitting women to 
vote on reaching the age of 21, but re- 
moving certain restrictions that now 
prevent some women of more than 30 
from voting. It is estimated that the 
proposed law would add 5,000,000 to 
the total of British voters. 

The Cabinet’s decision was reached 
at the end of two long sessions. Prime 
Minister Baldwin stood squarely on 
the pledge he gave at the last general 
elections, but he was opposed by five 
Ministers. 

The opposition advanced many argu- 
ments, including the one that girls 
of 21 as a rule did not know, enough to 


vote. It is well. known that the main 
political reason back. of the opposition 
to the ‘‘vote-for-flappers’’ movement 
is the fact there are more women than 
men in the British Islands, and there- 
fore, it is reasoned, the adéption cf 
Prime Minister Baldwin's proposal 
would mean turning’ the management 
of the country over to women. 


Baldwin romise. 


However, it appears that the Prime 
Minister has had his way completely, 
and it is expected that he will make 
a vronouncement on the issue tomor- 
row or the next day. 

It was proposed at the Cabinet meet- 
ing that there be a compromise mak- 
ing the voting age for both men and 
women 25 years, but the Prime Min- 
ister turned a deaf ear to the sugges- 
tion. 

Women suffrage leaders estimate 
that there are 3,000,000 women who 
would be enfranchised by moving 
down the women’s voting age from 3) 
to 21 and that another 2,000,000 would 
be enfranchised by removing the other 
existing restrictions on woman suf- 
frage. 

It is also estimated that the change 
would cost every candidate at the next 
general elections an additional £100 for 
mailing and other campaign expenses. 


Campaign Started Last Year. 


The existing woman suffrage law in 
Great Britain dates back to 1918, when 
women of more than 30 received the 
right to vote at parliamentary elec- 
tions, subject to certain restrictions. 
Last year British women leaders be- 
gan a vigorous campaign to extend the 
vote to women between 21 and 30, thus 
putting women on an equality with 
men as far as suffrage is concerned. 
The proposed flaw would enfranchise 
about 5,000,000, making about 13,000,- 
000 women eligible to vote. 

There were several demonstrations 
last year, but the intensive campaign 
to compel the Baldwin Government to 
make the reform began in February. 
Liberal and Labor party leaders, as 
well as Lady Astor, Lady Rhondda 
and other prominent women, joined in 
a demand upon Premier Baldwin to 
extend the franchise. 

Lady Astor called for a definite dec- 
taration in the House of Commons on 
Feb. 9, when she expressed disappoint- 
ment at the King’s speech and voiced 
her suspicion of the Conservative Gov- 
ernment’s intention to carry out the 
Premier’s pledge to grant equal suf- 
frage to women. On March 3 a group 
of women stormed the House of Com- 
mons, buttonholed all the members and 
demanded that the Government take 
action. 


Answer by Easter Promised. 
Premier Baldwin on March 7 re- 
ceived a delegation of women, includ- 


ing Lady Astor, representing twenty- 
four suffrage organizations, and prom- 
ised to give a definite answer before

Town of Rock Springs, Far in 
Cattle Country, Leveled “as 
if Struck by Giant Hand.” 


LINEMAN RELAYS PLIGHT 


Doctors and Troops Respond to 
Call to Aid Hundreds of In- 
jured in Hamlet of 800. 


HOUSTON, Texas, April 12 (#).—Be- 
tween 150 and 200 persons were killed 
and hundreds injured tonight when’ a 
tornado laid waste virtually the entire 
town of Rock Springs, Texas, accord- 
ing to railway @ispatches received 
here. 

Because the town jis isolated, with- 
out railroad or telegraph communica- 
tion, and because every available tele- 
phone was being used in calls for re- 
lief from the stricken ‘area, only scanty 


details of the disaster are obtainable. 


Clearest accounts, given by a line- 
man who walked through the devas- 
tated district to the nearest telegraph 
line, climbed a pole and ‘“‘tapped’”’ the 
wire, thus getting communication with 
the Southern Pacific Railroad dis- 
patcher at Del Rio, said that the tor- 
nado slapped the town flat as if by a 
gigantic hand. 

This report said that few residents 
of the town escaped death or injury, 
and that the suffering of the injured, 
without means of relief, almost sur- 
passed description. 

The call to Del Rio urged that all 
available physicians and nurses, with 
large quantities of medical supplies, 


“es assembled and started in automo- 
es. 

Meanwhile, according to word from 
Del Rio, the wind was growing in in- 
tensity there, and residents feared 
that that city might feel the force of 
the same storm. 

Rock Springs is a town of 800 popu- 
lation without a railroad, about 70 
miles northeast of Del Rio and 70 
miles from Kerrville. It is in the 
centre of the sheep-raising and cattle 
country. 


San Antonto and Army Send Aid. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 12 ().— 
One hundred and twenty-six persons 
were killed by a tornado at Rock 
Springs tonight, according to a. tele- 
phone message received by Mayor 
Tobin. 

Dr. W. A. King, City Health Officer, 
and’ Fire Chief J. G. Sarran were gent 
by Mayor Tobin to the stricken city 
with instructions to render all assist- 
ance possible. 

The Mayor's message came from 


Emmabell Rote, his niece, who lives 
at Rock Springs. 

So many persons were killed, injured 
or missing that it was impossible to 
get an accurate check of the casual- 
ties, said a message to The San An- 
tonio Express from the Rock Springs 
telephone operator, who talked from 
a pole a mile from Rock Springs. 


Cuts a Two-Mile Swath. 


The storm approached the town from 
the northeast about 8:30 P. M., accord- 
ing to the telephone operator, ployed 
through, taking practically every house 
in town, cutting a swath two miles 
wide and sweeping everything before 
it. Only five or six houses were lelft 
standing, one of these being the Court 
House. The roof of. the building re- 


mained intact after the storm, but the. 


walls were badly scored by flying 
timbers. 

With the telephone exchange blown 
down, an.operator at the Rock Springs 
exchange went with a lineman to a 
point one mile east of town and in- 
stalled a telephone with which to main- 
tain communication with the outside 
world. 

Most of the newer business buildings 
in the town were of stone construc- 


tion, while virtually all the residences | 


were frame.

Joseph A.. Warren, personal friend 
and former law associate of Mayor 
Walker, succeeded George V. Mc- 
Laughlin as Police Commissioner yes- 
terday.. Immediately preceding his in- 
duction into office 1,040 recruit police- 
men, graduates of the police training 
school, were added to the patrol force. 
Mr. McLaughlin's last official act as 
Commissioner was to review these re- 
cruits with Mayor Walker in’ the City 
Hall plaza. 

Mr. Warren praised the administra- 
tion of Mr. McLaughlin, again pledged 
himself to follow the lattér’s policies 
and declared that his administration, 
like that of Mr. McLaughlin, would be 
free from outside influence, political or 
otherwise. Mr. McLaughlin spoke high- 
ly of Mr. Warren and wished him suc- 
cess. Mayor Walker commended both 
and reiterated that Mr. Warren would 


be the sole head of the Police Depart-: 
ment and would not be subjected to 
pressure of any kind from the outside. 
It was nearly 3 o’clock, half.an ‘hour 
behind the time set, when Mr. 
ren arrived at Police Head quarters 
was met by Philip D. 
to the Commissioner, and Jatiies 


Mr. Warren, who was accompanied by 
Mrs Warren and his_ brother-in-law, 
J. I. Dougherty, and Mrs, Dougherty, 
was escorted to the office of the Police 
Commissioner on the -second floor, 
which was filled with flowers, gifts of 
the various police organizations. 

Here he was greeted by Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, who shook hands with him 
and said: 

“I have given up this job four times 
today in different addresses, but I 
am pleased.to give it up to Mr. War- 
ren. It has not been a thankless job, 
as has been said, but a pleasant job 
because of the cooperation of the offi- 
cers arid men of the department. I 
know Mr. Warren will receive the 
same. cooperation, and I wish him 
health and happiness and that his ad- 
ministration will be successful." 


Turns Over Gold Badge to Warren. 


Mr. McLaughlin then took from his 
pocket the gold badge of the Police 
Commissioner and gave it to Mr. War- 
ren. The latter then wrote his signa- 
ture for Clark Crabtree, chief clerk of 
the department. A fac simile of the 
signature of the Police Commissioner 
is printed on orders. 

Mr. McLaughlin then escorted Com- 
missioner Warren to the trial room, 
where the commanding officers of the 
department, inspectors and deputy in- 
spectors, numbering nearly forty, 
were waiting under the leadership of 
Chief Inspector William J. Lahey. 

Mr. McLaughlin, referring again to 
the help he had had from the com- 
manding officers of the force, intro- 
duced Mr. Warren, who said: 

“About two months ago Commis- 
sioner McLaughlin and myself at- 
tended a dinner of friends in this city. 
At that dinner I stated that in my 
opinion George V. McLaughlin was the 
best Commissioner of Police the City 
of-New York has ever had, I am still 
of that opinion and I believe that most 
of the people of the City of New York 
hold the same view. I am even some- 
what fearful that they will be saying 
the same thing after I have retired 
from the commissionership. 

“This being my opinion, it should be 
unnecessary for me to state that | 
shall follow the policies of my prede- 
cessor. However, so that there can be 
no possible mistake, I do here and now 
state that it shall be my constant 
endeavor to follow and develop the pol- 
icies laid down by .George V. Mc- 
Laughlin.

Biaze Like Giant Roman Candle. 


The tower, blazingslike a lofty ro- 
mal. candle, was visible for miles up 
and down Fifth Avenue and from most 
of Manhattan Island. Dominating the 
midtown skyline, it was visible even 
as far away as Long Island City. 
Telephone calls of inquiry poured into 
newspaper offices from New Jersey 
and Long Island. 

No estimate of the damage wrought 
by the fire could be obtained last night. 
The cost to the owners of the Sherry- 
Netherland building will be consider- 
able, although apparently it was only 
damaged on the exterior, as it is of 
fireproof construction. Widespread 
damage was done, however, to sur- 
rounding buildings, some of them occu- 
pied by the most wealthy and promi- 
nent families in tae city. 

Burning timpers and embers fell over 
an.area of some six or eight square 
blocks, “and every roof within this 
zone was covered by firemen, who 
dodged the blazing projectiles, then 
put out the incipient fires. The man- 
sard roof of the Central Union Trust 
Company obuilding at the southeast 
corner of Sixtieth Street and Fifth 
Avenue was under bombardment for 
hours and again and again the roof 
coping. caught fire only to be extin- 
guished. 


Firebrands Showered Down. 


The storm of firebrands, like the 
white ashes from an eruptir - volcano, 
fell steadily with almost equal volume 
on the roof of the Metropolitan Club 
on the northeast corner of Sixtieth 
Street and the avenue. The spired roof 
of the home of the late Elbridge T. 
Gerry, at Sixty-first Street, also was 
subjected to occasional batterings by 
burning beams and to a lesser flood 
of sparks, and once a tongue of flame 
started at a corner of the roof, but 
was quickly quenched. 

The apartment hotel at 14 East Six- 
tieth Street, the Plaza Art Building 
and others were in constant danger, 
not only of being kindled, but from 
the beams which sailed against their 
sides, narrowly missing windows. 

The bombardment caused great anx- 
fety among residents in the path of 
the wind-borne embers, and policemen 
went about ordering all windows 
closed. Few persons moved out of 
their homes, however, because they 
were safer inside than trying to run 
the gauntlet of the barrage in the 
streets, which were almost as danger- 
ous as trenches under shell-fire. 

There was a general exodus, how- 
ever, from 14 East Sixtieth Street, 
when, with the windowsills and cor- 
nices scorched and occasionally burst- 
ing into flames, the management 
ordered the guests to pack up their 
belongings and bring them to the 
lobby in readiness to flee. The street 
in front was relatively free of falling 
embers and a small procession of 
guests, including women in evening 
capes carrying parcels of clothing 
wrapped in sheets, some of them hold- 
ing pet dogs under their arms, moved 
out to hunt safer quarters. 

Among those in this building was 
Princess Turin von Taxis of Austria, 
a temporary guest. As she stood look- 
ing at the burning tower a huge sec- 
tion of the woodwork fell away, leav- 
ing a great fragment standing in the 
form of a cross, blazing against the 


sky. 

The fire started shortly after 8 
o'clock when Fifth Avenue and the 
adjoining streets were thronged with 
well-dressed crowds starting out for 
the evening or strolling in the soft 
Spring evening. It was first noticed 
from Fifty-ninth Street by Patrolman 
Thomas Burns of the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street station, who saw what ap- 
peared to be an ashcan blazing in 
the half finished tower thirty-eight 
stories above the street. 


Alarms Bring Firemen. 


Burns. ran and told the building 
watchman, then turned in the first 
alarm. The first firemen on the scene 
tried to make use of the standpipe 
which runs to the thirty-second floor, 
but reported that they found it use- 
Additional alarms were turned 
fm and Fire Chief Kenlon arrived on 
the third. The chief set the hose com-

Firemen meanwhile were making 
brave but futile efforts to get water 
on to the scaffolding. They got a 
stream on to the building from the 
Plaza-Savoy, but with this they were 
we: able to wet down the roof of the 
main portion of the building nelow the 
campaniky Other hose companies got 
streams going from the roof of the 
Central Union Trust -Building and 
other high structures nearby, but 
these, too, fell far short of the ac- 
tively burning portions. 

The Central Union Trust Building, a 
ten-story structure with apartments 
above it, was in such evident danger 
that a water tower was shot up in 
front of it and first two, then three 
engines were attached to it. It sprayed 
the front of the bank building to keep 
down the flames which intermittently 
flickered along window ledges, but was 
powerless to direct any water toward 
the main blaze. 

By nine o’clock the flames had eaten 
up the scaffolding on the eastern side 
of the building and, still fanned by the 
wind, which veered and blew straight 
up from the south, turned the corner 
to the north side of the campanile. 

The scaffolding here extended clear 
down to the main portion of the build- 
ing, stopping at the twenty-third story. 

The danger the crowd became 
acute, but still men and women 
pressed far inside the zone in which 
occasional timbers were falling, de- 
spite the efforts of the police to keep 
them back. 


Huge Section Gives Way. 


As the blaze got a fair grip on the 
north side of the building, a huge sec- 
tion at the corner, fifty feet long, 
broke off, swayed dizzily back and 
forth, then slowly collapsed to the 
north and came down with a crack- 
ling crash, smashing itself to frag- 
ments on the flying buttress extend- 
ing from the campanile to the eastern 
half of the building. 

From then on the shower was con- 
stant. Twelve-foot beams broke off, 
singly or in groups, as fast as a 
watcher could count them. Some 
crashed straight down to the roof of a 
relatively small business structure be- 
tween the Sherry-Netherland building 
and the bank building. Others, spin- 
ning rapidly, soared out in eccentric 
orbits, paused almost motionless hun- 


dreds of feet in the air, then suddenly 
plunged down in unpredictable direc- 
tions. 

One burning beam, with the force of 
@ cannon ball suddenly veered in mid- 
air and struck in a group of men 
standing across Fifth Avenue. Police- 
men rushed to the spot, but mirac- 
ulously no one had been hit. 

A moment later a blazing plank hur- 
tled down close to General Sherman’s 
statue, and the crowd was cleared 
from that danger spot. Another pro- 
jectile, cutting a crazy course in the 
air, launched itself far to the west and 
fell at the edge of Central Park, graz- 
ing, but not hurting, a girl. 

Sometimes a timber would appear 
headed for the crowd. Spectators 
would surge back with cries of anx- 
iety, then as some freak of the wind 
changed its course and dropped it 
harmlessly in the middle of deserted 
Fifth Avenue they would laugh and 
cheer. 

Sixtieth Street, filled with fire trucks 
and hosemen, became filled with bon- 
fires and beam after beam shot direct- 
ly into it or struck the Metropolitan 
Club and caromed into the street. 
Time after time it seemed that beams 
had made direct hits on groups of fire- 
men, but each time when the smoke 
and sparks cleared it was found that 
no one had been hurt. 

A driver, moving a hosecart from 
Sixtieth Street into Fifth Avenue, 
twice escaped direct hits within a 
space of fifty yards. One timber grazed 
the rear end of his cart as he started, 
and another plunged by his shoulder 
as he turned into the avenue. 

The flames raced along the timbers 
on the north side of the building and 
in a few minutes the entire wooden 
structure, housing a hoisting elevator 
running from the set-back at the twen- 
ty-third story, was in flame. The roar 
and crackle of the fire could be heard 
for blocks and as the wood flared up 
in a great torch it lighted the whole 
section almost as brightly as daylight 
and heat beat against the faces of the 
crowd along the margins of the plaza 
and the park. 


Twistin; Pillars of Smoke. 


Falling embers set afire a barrel of 
pitch standing on the shoulder of the 
building at the twenty-third story, and 
as it began to blaze it sent up a 
gigantic twisting pillar of velvety 
black smoke, which mingled with and 
obscured the steady and almost solid 
cloud of sparks drifting down from the 
tower. To watchers on building tops 
as far away as Broadway it was a 
gorgeous pyrotechnic display, for the 
illumination billowed up and sank back 
like a giant roman candle. 

By 11:30 the scaffolding had burned 
away almost completely and the fall of 
embers had sttbsided sufficiently that 
Chief Kenlon considered the situation 
under control. By that time, however, 
lumber stored in the basement and 
sub-basement of the building had 
caught from falling firebrands. Short- 
ly before midnight firemen got to the 
thirty-seventh floor with their lines, 
one floor below the place where the 
fire started, and were playing water 
on it there while their companions 
were busy under the ground forty 
stories below them. 

Chief Kenlon said it was impossible 
to determine the cause of the fire, add- 
ing that mechanics had been working 
in the structure until a late hour and 
it was conceivable that the careless- 
ness of one of them was responsible. 
He also said that in his opinion the 
four or five top stories of the new 
hotel might have to be rebuilt as the 
fire had unquestionably done some 
damage to the steel structure. 

Enterprise Involves $10,000,000. 

The damaged building is on the site 
of the old Netherland Hotel and was 
sold recently by the Ninety-sixth Street 
and Fifth Avenue Corporation to the 
Sherry-Netherland Company, a sub- 
sidiary of Louis Sherry, Inc., which in 
turn is a subsidiary of the Boomer-du 
Pont interests. It was to be opened 
on Oct. 1 as one of the most luxurious 
dwelling places in the city, with a 
great entrance hall designed on the 
lines of a great Florentine palace. 
Every door is to have gold-plated 
mers and the bathroom fixtures are

ONLY REACHED 8TH FLOOR 


Postal Telegraph Building Adjoining 
Ignited, Causing $1,000,000 Loss 
—New Methods Developed. 


The difficulty of fighting fire in sky- 
scrapers, experienced last night in the 
blaze at the Sherry-Netherland Build- 
ing, Fifty-ninth Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue, was not a new experience for the 
New York Fire Department. The fire 
there recalled similar difficulty nearly 
thirty years ago in one of the earliest 
skyscraper fires in the sixteen-story 
Home Life Insurance Company Build- 
ing, way near Warren Street, 
opposite City Hall Park, and in 
fourteen-story Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany Building adjoining. 

The which occurred on the 
night of Dec. 4, 1898, started in the 
clothing store of Rogers, Peet & Co., 
a five-story building at the corner of 
Broadway and Warren Street and 
spread quickly to the Home Life In- 
surance Company Building. The fire- 
men were practically helpless when it 
came to quenching the flames on the 
upper floors of the sixteen-story 
structure, then considered a very high 
building, and were forced to wait until 
the fire burned down to a floor which 
they could reach with streams of 
water. 

“We are just allowing it to burn 
down,”’ an officer of the Fire Depart- 
ment was reported as saying in the 
report in THz New YorRK Times the 
following morning. “When you can’t 
get water above the eighth floor, you 
er] expect to put out a fire in the 


Difficulty was experienced in getting 
water even to the eighth floor because 
the downward pressure of the water 
resulting from gravity meeting the up- 
ward pressure from the fire engines 
caused intense strain in the lines of 
hose, which burst one after the other 
and had to be replaced. 

Fire in the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany Building did not get below the 
thirteenth floor, but the building occu- 
pied by Rogers, Peet & Co. was de- 
stroyed. The loss was estimated at 
about $1,000,000. 

The fire brought home to the city 
officials of the time the necessity of 
finding new methods to fight fires in 
the upper stories of high buildings and 
aided the Board of Underwriters of 
the city in their ultimately successful 
campaign for a high-pressure wate: 
supply. 


OPENING WON’T BE DELAYED. 


Hotel’s Fireproof Character Shown 
by Blaze, Says Boomer. 
Lucius M. Boomer, President of the 
Sherry-Netherland Corporation, which 
will operate the new hotel, said the 


fire would cause no delay in its open- 
ing, which is scheduled for Oct. 3. 
Mr. Boomer was at dinner in his 
apartment at Sherry’s, 300 Park Ave- 
nue, when notified of the fire. He 
immediately joined the crowd watch- 
ing the spectacle. 

“The fire was spectacular and, ot 
course, a misfortune,’’ Mr. (Goomer 
said in a statement later, ‘but it has 
one result of value in that it his dem- 
onstrated absolutely the fireproof 
character of the building. The inte- 
rior of the structure, it will be found, 
has sustained no damage. This fire, 
in so fare as I am able to judge. 
started in the superficial ‘vooden 
structure which is put up in earty 
stages of building as a sca‘folding 
and which contains a hoist for carry- 
ing away débris. 

“Workmen were engaged in putting 
tiles on the roof, and what actually 
caught fire seems to have been the 
upper part of this working scaffolding. 
The damage has been confined to this 
wooden and temporary superstructure, 
and I know that there will be no delay 
that cannot be overcome by a little 
extra effort. The work on the build- 
ing was already so far ahead of sched- 
ule that the Sherry-Netherland un- 
et will open on Oct. 1 as sched- 
uled.”” 

Mr. Boomer said the renting office 
of the building would be open today 
despite the fire. 

‘William C. Warren, the renting 
manager, will be on the job,” he added, 
“and will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the building of which 
he will have charge has been proved 
to be really fireproof. Whatever dam- 
age may have been done is fully cov- 
ered by insurance.”

TWO OTHER STATES SUFFER. 


Tornadoes Kill Seven in Oklahoma 
and Arkansas. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, April 12 ().—A 
tornado ripping through two counties 
in Eastern Oklahoma and into Fort 
Smith, Ark., late today took a toll of 
at least five lives and injured more 
than a score of persons as the South- 
west continued to be lashed by the ele- 
ments, 

Descending in Haskell and Poteau 
Counties today’s tornado swept east- 
ward, leaving a trail of wreckage, and 
crossed the Arkansas line, causing ex- 
tensive damage in Fort Smith, where 
two were known to have been killed 
and half a dozen injured. 

Reports from Stigler, Okla., said 
three persons were known to have been 
killed and fifteen possibly fatally in- 
jured in Haskell and Poteau Counties. 

Residence districts of McCurtain and 
Bokoshe, Okla., sustained some dam- 
age, and two persons were reported in- 
jured when the tornado tore through a 
rural community a mile west of Mc- 
Curtain. 

D. P. Brown, manager of the Mc- 
Curtain Telephone Exchange, declared 
every building in the path of the 
storm was splintered. The home of a 
farmer named McConley was de- 
stroyed and the five members of the 
McConley family injured. Three mem- 
bers of the Magbee family were in- 
jured, several seriously, 
wind destroyed their home.

Farther back William E. Walsh, 
Chairman of the Bureau of Standards, 
which has most to do with height of 
buildings, watched the fire.

Sheriff Culkin, formerly a Deputy 
Fire Commissioner, said: ‘‘This fire 
brings right to the fore the very ques- 
tion that has been taken up by the sub- 
committee of the City Planning Com- 
mittee, which is considering the height 
of buildings. It is quite im ble 
for the firemen to reach fire; 
all they can do is to protect the sur- 
rounding property. That, obviously, is 
a situation that must be met either 
by limiting the height of buildings or 
in some other way.” 

These and other city officials were 
impressed with two factors. One was 
the absolute d ence on the stand- 
pipe system while construction work 
was in progress and wooden scaffold- 
ing all. about the new structure; the 
other was the inability of the fire de- 
partment apparatus to make any im- 
pression on the fire itself. More than 
one official pointed .out that the situa- 
tion night well have been disastrous 
if a high wind had been blowing. 

The degree to which the Fire De- 
partment was helpless was demon- 
strated by the tower. which stood 
slightly to the north of the building, in 
Fifth Avenue. This tower is as large 
as any the city has, and extended 
reaches a height of sixty-five feet. 
There is no high-pressure water sys- 
tem north of T -fourth Street, so 
the tower was first by two en- 
gines, then by three. It threw a 
stream approximately fifty feet in the 
air. The stream did not reach nearl 
to the base of the tower of the Neth- 
erland Hotel building. It was at best 
300 feet below the fire itself. It did 
great work, Aowever, in keeping the 
roofs of the adjoining buildings flooded 
and in extinguishing the shower of 
embers and the fl beams that fell 
from the top of the raper.

was to the effect that it might be 
well to extend the high pressure water 
system in Manhattan at least as far 
north as Fifty-ninth Street, as many 
high buildings have gone up in recent 
years in the upper midtown section. 
This, and the possible effects on the

WALK OUT AT THEATRE FIRE 


Audience of Several Hundred Leave 
Quietly on Advice of Police. 
Several hundred persons filed quietly 
out of Loew’s Grand Theatre, at Ford- 
ham Road and Jerome Avenue, the 
Bronx, about 10:45 o’clock last night, 
after policemen had entered the thea- 
tre and announced that the green room 


in the rear was afire. The policemen 
informed the audience there was no 
danger if they left without excitement. 
As it is a new theatre, with plenty of 
exits, it was emptied in a few minutes. 

Employes had extinguished the blaze 
with the sprinkler system by the time 
firemen arrived. The damage was 
small, being confined to rugs and 
furnishings. The fire was discovered 
by a passerby, who saw flames coming 
from a window on the second floor on 
the Jerome Avenue side. Nobody was 
in the green room at the time. 


$100,000 ROCKAWAY FIRE. 


Woman Rescued From Blaze Which 
Threatened Business Section. 

Firemen rescued Media Jacques, 72 
years old, from the Smith Building at 
Central and Mott Avenues, Far Rock- 
away, early yesterday when fire de- 
stroyed the building, a two-story brick 
structure housing fourteen offices and 
twelve stores. The woman was sleep- 
ing in one of the offices. She was 
taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital. 

The Smith Building was situated in 
the main business district of Far 
Rockaway, and three alarms were 
sounded, to prevent the flames from 
spreading to other buildings in the 
neighborhood. It took the firemen 
nearly three hours to check the blaze. 
The damage was estimated at $100,000.

starting point, the identical spot on 
Roosevelt Field from which Captain 
Fonck started with the ill-fated Sikor- 
sky last Fall. 

Carl F. Shory of the National 
Aeronautical Association, who is the 
official timer of the flight, sealed the 
plane’s gasoline tanks and barograph 
before the take-off. The barograph, 
which records the plane’s altitude 
throughout the flight, was sealed as a 
proof, in the event of the establishment 
of a record, that no secret landings 
were made. Mr. Shory remained at 
Mitchel Field while the ship was in the 
air. 

Crowd Sees Plane Take Off. 


While a crowd of officers from Mitch- 
el Field, aviators and other specta- 
tors watched at the ridge above 
which Fonck failed to lift his big ship, 
the plane sped down the same runway 
used by Fonck. The Bellanca, how- 
ever, a much r plane driven by 
a single 200-horsepower Wright radial 
motor, rose after running 1,200 feet 
along the ground, more than a half 
mile short of the bank down which the 
Fonck plane tumbled. It rose steadily 
until it reached about 2,000 feet. There 
Chamberlain, who had the controls for 
the start, throttled his motor, swung 
around toward the east in the direction 
he hopes to take not so long hence on 
the hop acress the Atlantic. A half 
hour later the monoplane appeared 
again and droned across the sky toward 
New York. Then it circled back, and 
so the day was spent mostly over Long 
Island.

The Bellanca monoplane was former- 
ly known as the Wright-Bellanca.

The fuselage is 26 feet 9 inches 
long and it has a wing area of 272 
square feet. With its load of 385 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 21 gallons of oil, 
sandwiches, canteens of water, ther- 
mos bottles containing soup and cof- 
fec and the pilots themselves, it car- 
ried a useful load of 3,170 pounds. The 
plane weighs 1,850 pounds. 

The two pilots have had more than 
ten years’ experience in the air. 
Chamberlain, now employed as a 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation test 
pilot, was a Lieutenant and an in- 
structor in the army flying service 
during the war. He has had one seri- 
ous accident. In 1925, while partici- 
pating in the national air races at 
Mitchel Field, his plane crashed near 
Hempstead, killing Lawrence Bura- 
nelli, his passenger. He himself was 
seriously injured. 

Acosta has been flying since 1912, 
before which time he was a racing 
driver. During the war he was an 
instructor at Hazelhurst Field.

Special Cable to THz NEw York TiMEs, 
PARIS, April 12—Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd's plans for his New York- 
to-Paris flight next month were ad- 
vanced another step today with the 
arrival here of Commander Fitzhugh 
Green, U. 8S. N., who has come to 
make tentative arrangements for 
Byrd’s air voyage. Commander Green 
was received by the American Am- 
bassador and high officials of the 
French Ministry of Marine, and all 
possible assistance was promised in 
working out details of the undertaking 
at this end. Commander Green care- 
fully explained to the French officials 
that Byrd’s flight, if made, would be 
in the nature of a technical experi- 
ment and not connected with any prize 

or commercial project. 
Green said Byrd was eager to avoid 


Yjany advance predictions or publicity, 


so that if anything went wrong at 
the last moment the public on both 
sides of the Atlantic would not have 
been worked up to a high pitch of ex- 
pectation only to be disappointed. 


After completing arrangements here | 


Commander Green will return to New 
York to work with Byrd. According to 
the tentative scheme, Byrd will. at- 
tempt to fly directly to Lebourget— 
an airport just outside of Paris. French 
officials have assured Green that 
Byrd’s arrival will occasion a welcome 
of historic significance, although the 
French frankly hope that Frenchmen 
will be the first to span the air dis- 
tance between Paris and New York. 
It is said that the arrival of Com- 
mander Green has had the effect of 
intensifying the preparations of the 
Nungesser-Coli expedition, which hopes 
to -take off from Lebourget for New 
York about the middle of May. 


Unusual Passport Required. 


Floyd Bennett and Lieutenant 
George C. Noville, who will be Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd’s flying 
mates on the flight of the America 
from Long Island to Paris, got their 
application blanks for passports yes- 
terday and began to fill them out. 
They are believed to be the first pass- 
ports issued for a transatlantic flight. 


The usual wording failed to cover 
the peculiar conditions of this journey, 
and Bennett and Noville were stumped 
on how to answer some questions. For 
instance, the usual line asking the 
reasons for the journey caused both to 
laugh. The usual reply made by trav- 
elers is ‘‘recreation and travel,’’ and 
this stereotyped answer, in view of the 
hazardous nature of this flight and its 
unusual nature, seemed somewhat in- 
adequate. Bennett suggested ‘“‘to see 
if we can make it,’”’ but it was finally 
decided that ‘“‘for scientific purposes” 
would do. Commander Byrd will make 
out his application on his return from 
Chicago, and some day this week all 
three will go down to the Passport 
Bureau and get the three most un- 
usual passports ever issued. 

Lieutenant Noville returned from 
Washington yesterday with the radio 
apparatus for The America. This is a 
thoroughly tested set which is in 
standard use by the navy, and is be- 
lieved to be the best of its kind for 
the purpose. It will have a range of 
about 400 miles. 

The Federal Radio Commission sent 
permission to the headquarters of the 
American Transoceanic Company, of 
which Rodman Wanamaker is Presi- 
dent, the organization sponsoring and 
financing the flight, giving permis- 
sion to operate a wireless station on 
The America during its trip to Europe. 
A call letter has not yet been assigned. 

On Friday one of the large collap- 
sible lifeboats to be carried on the 
flight will be taken to the Battery and 
dropped overboard to test its sea- 
worthiness. Commander Byrd will be 
present, and Bennett and Noville will 
probably go fora short row around the 
seawall. A city tug will be used to 
take the party out in the harbor. 


MRS. DAVIS AIDS FLIGHT. 


Wife of Flier to Prepare Rations for 
Possible Descent at Sea. 

Mrs. Noel Davis, wife of Lieut. Com- 
mander Noel Davis, who expects to 
hop off for Paris next month in his 
attempt to fly across the Atlantic and 
win the $25,000 Raymond Orteig prize, 
will herself prepare the emergency 
rations for Davis and Lieut. Stanton 
H. Wooster. They will be sandwiches 
of peanut butter, sliced bacon, dried 
beef, and beans and other food fur- 
nished by Bartlette Arkell, President 
of the Beech-Nut Packing Company. 

Mr. Arkell has become interested in 
aviation in recent years and particu- 
larly the transatlantic flights. Last 
year he gave a dinner to Capt. René 
Fonck before the latter attempted to 
take off in his Sikorsky plane. Mr. 
Arkell has announced his intention of 
presenting a large silver cup to Com- 
mander Davis as a trophy of his flight. 
A cash prize of $5,000 will accom- 
pany it. 

The emergency rations to be pre- 
pared by Mrs. Davis will be enough 
to last the two aviators for eight days 
if they are forced down at sea. They 
will be packed in hermetically sealed 
tins so that water will not affect them.

STATEMENT ON NANKING 





Seventeen American’ Missionaries 
Insist Outrages Were Work 
of Southern Soldiers,

SHANGHAI, April 12.—The letter to 
the press signed by thirty-two mission- 
aries in China attacking the National 
Christian Council has caused a sensa- 
tion, both’béecause . the prominence of 
the signatories and the charges made. 
The letter reads: 


We the undersigned, members of 
the missionary community of China, 
find it our duty at this time to ex- 
press our conviction that the meth- 
ods and policy recently pursued by 
the National Christian Council are 
open to serious criticism. 

The organization was established 
for a definite purpose clearly defined 
in its constitution. Among other 
things it was intended: First, to fos- 
ter unity among the Christian forces 
in this country; second, to serve as 
an advisory body; third, to represent 
its i¢onstituents when it. has been 
ascertained that such action will 
accord! with ‘the wishes of the co- 
Operating bodies. 

InStead of.abiding. by. its constitu- 
tion’ it “has caused division’ by its 
Political activities, its endeavor to 
determine. the -policy. of missions 
ehurches in China and has repeatedly 
put+forth. pronouncements regarding 
political matters on its own authority 
without ascertaining the wishes of 
the ‘cooperating bodies. 

For these reasons it has lost the 
confidence of a large part of the 
missionary. body and we are making 
this protest against its being con- 
sidered as representing our views 
and opinions. We regard its recent 
policy and methods dangerous to 
and subversive of the best interests 
ef the churches in China. 

This statement is made not in a 
spirit of antagonism to any persons 
or parties, but as being in our judg- 
ment a needed assertion of the prin- 
ciple that the National Christian 
Council should limit its activities 
to its proper duties as defined by the 
constitution. 


Many Leaders Sign Letter. 


The thirty-two signatories, more 
than two-thirds of the British-Ameri- 
can membership, comprise Wesleyan, 
Methodist, Anglican, Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian, Baptist and other de- 
nominations, and include A. J. Bowen. 
President Nanking University; John 
Darroch, who spent half a century in 
China; Henry Fowler, who, self-sup- 
porting, has given his life to the lepers, 
and Bishop F. Graves and F. L. 
Hawkspott, heads of St. John’s Uni- 
versity. 

The National Christian Council has 
long been publicly criticized because 
of its alleged political activities by 
both missionaries and non-mission- 
aries, but until the Nanking attacks 
and the missionary exodus brought the 
Nationalists into a bad light the Exec- 
utive Committee’s majority continued 
favoring Nationalist policies, although 
regretting the Communist elements 
among the Nationalists. 

The American Consulate here once 
protested a poster put out by the Coun- 
cil showing military-clad students driv- 
ing devils into the sea, although the 
devils were labeled vice, corruption, 
&c. The poster, at a time when’ many 
etudents were advocating driving the 
foreign ‘‘devils’’ into the sea, was de- 
nounced widely by foreigners as dan- 
— among the masses of Chinese 

literates. 

The council’s Chairman, David Yui. 
is closely associated with the Na- 
tionalist political leaders. He has been 
publicly advocating compliance by mis- 
sionary organizations and foreign Gov- 
ernments with the Nationalist demands 
and regulations. 


Secretaries Also Criticized. 


The .council’s American Secretary, 
E. C. Lobenstine, and the British 
Secretary, H. T. Hodgkin, have been 
charged in local newspapers for many 
months with favoring the Nationalist 
political interests. 

Members of the Executive Committee 
have been active for many months 
forwarding appeals to the United 
States against the “gunboat policy’”’ 
and unequal treaties, and urging sim- 
ilar appeals be made by mission bodies 
in the United States. 

Immediately prior to the Nanking af- 
fair the Executive Committee arranged 
to send delegations to the United 
States and England to influence 
American churches and bodies in favor 
of ‘“‘New China.” 

Some American and British were 
skeptical of its wisdom in, supporting 
Nationalist aspirations and sending 
d@ legations home. Last week the Na- 
tional Council meeting developed seri- 
ous denunciations of the leaders who 
acted in the council’s name, and now 
comes public refutation, which the lo- 
eal papers print conspicuously and 
comment on editorially. 





Nanking Missionaries Protést. 


SHANGHAI, April 12 ().—Express- 
‘mg deepest sympathy for the genuine 
Chinése national aims, but declaring 
ghat destructive influences are now de- 
¢cermining the policy of the Cantonese 
Government, seventeen missionaries, 
all American citizens formerly resident 
in Nanking, today issued a formal 
signed statement charging that the 
Nanking disorders of March 24 were 
officially encouraged by Cantonese 
leaders. 

The statement, which was made pub- 
lic through the American Consulate 
General here and which was supported 
by numerous affidavits, was issued in 
order’ ‘that the American public may 
know the facts regarding the Nanking 
outrages.”’ ‘aides 

The statement was as follows: 

Out of our own first-hand experi- 
ence and observation we unequivo- 
cally affirm that those outrages 
were committed by armed Nation- 
alist [Cantonese] soldiers in uniform 
who acted with the knowledge and 
approval of their superior officers.

Changes in China Looked For. 

For the moment, the disposition in 
Washington is to await the Nationalist 
reaction, even though prompt com- 
pliance was requested, in view of the 
new political and military develop- 
ments in China that may shape vitally 
the entire course of the Nationalist 
movement. 8 
With the conservative element of the 
Cantonese, especially as represented 
by their Commanding General, Chiang 
Kai-shek, understood to be willing to 
meet the terms of the Powers, znd 
with fighting at several cities to wrest 
control from the radicals, it is felt here 
that a few days may put an entirely 
different complexion on matters. 
Indications of disruption within the 
Nationalist movement synchronized 
with the reports of military defeats 
administered to their armies north of 
the Yangtse by the armies controlled 
by Marshal Chang Tso-lin at Peking, 
and there was.a disposition here to 
feel that the entire course of events in 
China may be undergoing a critical 
turn that will promise better condi- 
tions for foreigners in the future. 
Should the turn be adverse and the 
Nanking ‘demands be spurned, officials 
are confident that foreign military 
forces are present in sufficient num- 
bers to give effect quickly to-any deci- 
sions for enforcement. 
There has been no evidence, how- 
ever, of any disposition of the United 
States to go to extremes in a military 
way against China, under any circum- 
stances now in sight, but rather indi- 
cating that, by counseiing moderate- 
ness, it is holding in check powers that 
urged immediate strong action. 

Apparently in line with this policy, 
Secretary Wilbur announced that the 
1,500 marines that are to leave San 
Diego about April 20 as reinforcements 
for the forces in China would go to 
Olongapo, in the Philippines.

Strike Affects Concessions. 


SHANGHAI, China, April 12 (4).—A 
general strike was called tonight by 
the labor unions in protest against to- 
day’s raids on labor union halis by 
the moderate wing of the Cantonese 
political organizations under orders 
from General Chiang Kai-shek. ‘She 
strike will be effective throughout the 
International Settlement as well as in 
the native city. The leaders asserted 
that more than 50,000 went on strike 
today in answer to the call and that 
Many more are expected to go out 
tomorrow. The leaders admitted, how- 
ever, that they believed the strike 
would not last long. 

The factional controversy between

LONDON, April -12.—The failure of 
the Geneva Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission to agree to a formula.of 
naval limitation causes small worry in 
London. The English are not per- 
turbed for the reason that they have 
attached greater importance to the 
prospects of sea disarmament through 
the Coolidge conference than through 
the League of Nations deliberations, 
where the situation is complicated by 
the fact that the majority of repre- 
sentatives have only an indirect in- 
terest in naval limitation. 

It is quite obvious why the French 
proposal to limit navies by limiting 
total tonnage did not fit with Amer- 
ican and British plans, since such a 
system would enable certain countries 
to conce=trate on a particular style of 
craft to an extent which would dis- 
turb the proportion the two great naval 
powers wish fixed for all naval craft 
by classes. 

It is understood that the British Ad- 
miralty is working on well defined 
plans for the Coolidge Conference and 
it is promised that Britain will preduce 
definite proposals. However, it also is 
reported that these proposals may be 
largely conditional. That means that 
Britain will state what she is prepared 
to do on condition that other nations 
not represented at the conference do 
certain things, either through the 
Geneva deliberations or otherwise. 

For instance, Britain might . state 
certain limitations on auxiliary craft 
she would accept if and when French 
submarine strength was limited. There 
are also reports that Britain may pro- 
pose revision r-d prolongation of the 
Washington naval treaty in the di- 
rection of further limitation of capital 
ships. 

On the other hand, it is emphasized 
at every opportunity that England 
cannot lose sight of what other Med- 
iterranean powers, which is to say 
France and Italy, may do. 

In the mind of the British public 
there still remains doubt about the 
feasibility of extending the five-five 
ratio to cruisers if the American cruis- 
er fleet is to be taken as the standard. 
In other words, the English say they 
must have more cruisers than America 
now has. Looking at the matter in 
another way, they scarcely expect 
America to embark now on a cruiser- 
building program to bring her cruiser 
strength up to British power. 

Thus while the British fell that the 
chances of the Coolidge Conference are 
lessened by the failure of France and 
Italy to participate, nevertheless they 
think that in the field thus limited 
there is room for accomplishment. 


WASHINGTON UNDISCOURAGED. 





Pessimism of Paris and Geneva.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Among of- 
ficials here who are familiar with the 
proceedings of the Preparatory Com- 
mission for a Disarmament Conference 
a less pessimistic view over the com- 
mission’s status than appears to pre- 
vail in Paris and Geneva is evident. 

The three-power conference called by 
President Coolidge will, according to 
one view, do much toward clearing the 
way for an a ent by the Prepara- 
tory, Com ion, which, went it 
meets again in Geneva, will have the 
benefit of the conclusions of the great 
naval powers. 

While these views do not accord 
with the generality of opinion, they 
were professed by persons-in a posi- 
tion to know the inside of the situa- 
tion with reference to the Preparatory 
Commission’s proceedings. 

As regards the latter, announcements 
from Geneva that the commission 
would adjourn next week and might 
not meet again until November, which 
were coupled with opinion there indi- 
cating that its work was on the verge 
of collapse on account of divergent 
views concerning methods of limiting 
naval armaments, evoked no pessi- 
mism in informed circles here. It 
was piu out that the commission 
had determined some time ago to ad- 
journ at Easter, and while the pros- 
pect wag for a long recess there were 
circumstances, according to informa- 
tion in Washington, which made this 
prolonged intermission helpful instead 
of detrimental. 

The commission resumed its sessions 
in Geneva on March 21. Two sessions 
a day have been held and there has 
been an intensity in its proceedings 
which has left its most active mem- 
bers both physically and mentally 
fatigued, these informed circles said. 

Another reason for a recess was that 
a number of members of the commis- 
sion felt that they would be in a 
better position to make progress if op- 
portunity was afforded to have per- 
sonal consultation with their Govern- 
ments, and these desired plenty of time 
for the purpose. It was said also that 
a mass of material had been prepared 
as a result of the session, and oppor- 
tunity for mature study and considera- 
tion of this was essential.

PARIS TAKES GLOOMY VIEW. 


Rejection of French Proposal Re- 
garded as Fatal to Disarmament.

PARIS, April 12.—It being for the 
most part France’s plans for world 
arms limitation which met with a final 
check at Geneva, there is very natural- 
ly in Paris today a disposition to re- 
gard that check as fatal to all plans 
and efforts. To that there is attached 
another disposition, to blame every one 

else, and especially England. 

With a skill worthy of his great 
reputation at the Paris bar, the French 
delegate, Paul Boncour, has through- 
out this last month, when Paris was 
convinced that the preliminary confer- 
ence was bound for disaster, played for 
position, and today, in his own country 
at least, he appears in the full lime- 
light as the only real disinterested de- 
fender at Genevg of peace by disarma- 
ment. 

In other countries, .especially those 





armies, where naval power is the first 
line of defense, it may be that his and 
France’s attitude throughout the con- 
ference will not be seen in exactly that 
manner. That only serves to show the 
depth and width of the gulf which has 
to be bridged before any large plan 
of arms limitation can be agreed on. 
From the first the projects at Geneva 
have been grandiose. For the most 
part they were French in inspiration, 
and critics may be disposed to think 
that in M. Boncour’s eloquence and 
the sweeping width of his proposals 
there was something of a deliberate 
attempt to drown the fish.” Such a 
suggestion would not, however, be 
strictly fair or strictly true. His case, 
which was France’s case and had the 
approval of the whole country and 
every political party, had elements in 
it which redeem it from the possibil- 
ity of any such accusation. It was 
throughout logical and it was through- 
out democratic. 

Against that it may be argued that 
it was never practical, and it is on 
that rock that it has split at Geneva.

BELGRADE, April 12—A jungie 
story reminiscent of the days of the 
prehistoris cavemen’s fight against 
wild beasts was related today in Bel- 
grade newspapers. Three men were 
separately attacked by a mad wolf 
near Sebecdevo, a village in the Novi- 
Bazar District, each in turn being se- 
verely bitten. 

The first man’managed to grasp the 
wolf’s throat, but was compelled to 
loose his hold and let the wolf go be- 
cause he had nothing with which to 
kill it.

Alsatian Priest Withdraws Suit 
Against Paris Paper With 
Cry “Vive La France?” 


OPPOSING COUNSEL JOIN IN 


Then Entire Audience in Colmar 
Court Rises and Fervently 
Sings the “Marseillaise.”

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PARIS, April 12.—The libel trial at 
Colman, which has been engaging the 
close attention of all France because 
it brought into clear relief alleged in- 
trigues by Germany for an autono- 
mous Alsace, ended suddenly this af- 
ternoon in a burst of patriotic fervor 
when Abbé Haegy withdrew his suit 
against the Paris newspaper Le Jour- 
nal and shouted ‘“‘Vive la France!”’’ 
The opposing counsel joined in the 
shout and the audience which jammed 
the courtroom stood and sang the 
‘‘Marseillaise.’’ 

While the singing was in progress 
one of the counsel, Maitre Kraehling, 
produced from somewhere an enormous 
bouquet of flowers tied with a tri- 
color ribbon, which he handed to the 
Abbé, who’ in turn presented it to 
Edouard Helsey, the defendant in the 
case, and their reconciliation was com- 
plete. 

Thus ended in the true Latin dra- 
matic spirit this trial, which for sev- 
eral days has served to revive fierce 
antagonism between Catholics and 
their opponents in France’s regained 
province. 

Abbé Haegy sued Edouard Helsey, 
special correspondent of Le Journal, 
because in a series of articles he 
charged that the priest—himself the 
owner of a powerful group of Catholic 
hewspapers—with being pro-German 
and working in the interests of a sep- 
arate Alsace. The question, however, 
Was not as simple as that. For what- 
ever separation movement exists in 
Alsace is merely the expression of a 
bitter controversy which has been go- 
ing on in Alsace since the Armistice 
over the question of applying French 
secular.control to the religious schools 
and administration. 

Paul Bourson, an Alsatian journalist 
who was imprisoned by the Germans 
during the war, provided a great deal 
of the excitement of the final session 
of the court. Testifying for the de- 
fense, he. told of his relations with 
Abbé Haegy since 1909, and added that 
since the Armistice the priest seemed 
to have undergone a change of heart 
in regard to France. 

“For two years the atmosphere of 
Alsace has been poisoned by Autono- 
mists and semi-Autonomists and their 
partisans,’’ declared M. SBourson. 
“Germany, meanwhile, has been on 
the lookout waiting for her chance. 
This equivocal situation must end. 
Facts must be realized. If a real 
Franco-German rapprochement is to 
come, if lasting peace is to be enjoyed 
between France and Germany, then we 
must establish once for all that Alsace 
is French and desires to remain 
French.” 

M. Bourson’s frank assertions moved 
the courtroom more than any other 
testimony and seemed to strike a pop- 
ular note of appeal on both sides of 
the present controversy. 

The progress of the so-called Alsa- 
tian. autonomy movement, which 
France believes has the powerful fi- 
nancial backing of the German Repub- 
lic, has been more apparent than real. 
The sentiment of Alsace remains 
largely pro-French, although the spirit 
of the people is independent. Abbé 
Haegy denied the anti-French state- 
ments attributed to him, and described 
his sentiments as merely pro-Alsace. 

The jury’s deliberations were very 
brief, negative replies being given to 
all the abbé’s counts against Le Jour- 
nal. Counsel for the newspaper then 
asked the priest to withdraw his suit 
entirely and Abbé Haegy readily 
agreed. 

While the trial ends in a superficial 


spirit of conciliation, the delicate prob- 
lem which it brought into focus re- 
mains. When Germany ruled Alsace 
remained, under the Napoleonic Con- 
cordat. enjoying complete control over 
all religious institutions, including 
schools. Being preponderantly Cath- 
olic this pleased the Alsatians. After 
the Armistice France applied her sec- 
ular laws, causing widespread discon- 
tent and leaving a fertile field for pro- 
German propaganda, upon which Gen- 
eral Bourgeois, one of the witnesses at 
the libel trial, declared Germany was 
spending enormous sums,

LONDON, April 12.—American moral- 
ity as pictured on our films found a 
sturdy defender today in Colonel Josiah 
Wedgwood, a member of the commit- 
tee of the House of Commons which 
is ee tightening the censor- 
ship in England. Some member haz- 
arded the opinion that American films 
ought to be ‘kept out of Great Britain 
because indecent. 

“No, sir, that’s all wrong,” broke in 
Colonel Wedgwood. American moral- 
ity, on and off the films, is quite all 
right. They are the most straight- 
laced people in the universe. Anything 
that gets put over in America we 
shan’t criticize from the standpoint of 
morality. 

“I am shocked at some films. I ac- 


hh | tually have to walk out of the theatre 


sometimes. But they are not American 
films—French and Italian mostly. 

“Leave me American films. 
Don’t let us shut down the only 
stream of moral influence coming into 
this country. Beware that you do not 
plunge us from the American whirl- 
pee into the French cesspool. Per- 

eg I shouldn’t put it like that. But 

t's get away from the idea that 
pee ah ood films are immoral. Dull 
they may be. Sentimental, sloppy, sob 
stuff you do get from America. But 
immorality never. 

“The essence of the American film is 
the strong he-man who lands the 
goods, the self-made man who strug- 
gles to the top. We want more of 
that type. Let us have that sort of 
hero rather than the dude who spends 
his time at the races or in dance halls 
or the type of gentleman who never 
works.”

ROME, April 12.—The trial of former 
Deputy Tito Zaniboni, General Luigo 
‘Capello and seven others. accused of 
attempting to kill Premier Mussolini in 
November, 1925, continued today with 


the cross-examination of the remain- 
ing seven prisoners, Zaniboni having 
been cross-examined yesterday and 
one of those accused being absent from 
the military court as a fugitive. They 
all denied any share in the plot, 
though they admitted that they knew 
Zaniboni and had had dealings and re- 
lations of various kinds with him. 

As soon as all the prisoners had been 
heard the Crown began its case with 
the cross-examination of several wit- 
nesses who gave evidence concerning 
the alleged anti-Fascist activities of 
the prisoners. 

Crispo Moncada, who was Director 
General of Police at the time of the 
attempt on the Premier’s life, testified 
that there was a regular, well-organ- 
ized plot among the prisoners to cause 
@ revolt against the Fascist Govern- 
ment. 


Charges Capello Paid Monéy. 


He said that secret meetings had 
been held in various parts of Italy by 
@ subversive organization headed by 
one of the prisoners with an ill-con- 
cealed intention of upsetting the Gov- 
ernment by force of arms. He declared 
money had been paid by General 
Capello when he was head of Italian 
Freemasonry to forment demonstra- 
tions against the Government and said 
efforts has been made to collect money 
to fight the Fascisti. 

He ended his testimony by saying 
that the police knew definitely that the 
revolution was timed to break out dur- 
ing the Winter of 1925. 

Other witnesses gave evidence on the 
. Mature of Zanibono’s rifle, with which 
he intended to shoot Mussolini, the 
condition of the motor car in which he 
had prepared to escape, the bullets he 
used and the possibility of his hitting 
the Premier if Signor Mussolini had 
appeared on the balcony on which the 
rifle was trained. : 

According to expert evidence, the 
rifle was an Austrian high percussion 
weapon using explosive bullets capable 
of producing grave wounds. It would 
have been easy, even for an indifferent 
marksman, to hit a man on the bal- 
cony of the Palazzo Chigi from the 
window of Zaniboni’s hotel, it was 


said. 

On being asked at this point whether 
he thought he could have hit Premier 
Mussolini, Zaniboni made this charac- 
teristic answer: 

“Of course, I knew I should have hit

POLAND ASKS BAN ON MOVIE 
Minister Protests to Germany

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Against Silesian Propaganda Film.

Threat Made to Demand an Inquiry 
by the Mayor—$2,200 in 
Fines Collected. 





The Traffic Court presented scénes 
resembling a class. rushon.acollege 
campus yesterday, when 1,003 persons 
were arraigned before the five magis- 
trates sitting there. With the excep- 
tion of last Thursday, when 1,107 per- 
sons were tried, the calendar was the 
largest on record. 

Half a dozen women fainted in the 
press yesterday, and court attendants 
were kept busy bringing water for 
others who were almost overcome. 
Clothing was ripped off, tempers were 
lost and men and women jostled so 
severely that many threatened to de- 
mand an investigation of conditions by 
the Mayor. 

Fearing that the stairways of the old 
building would not be equal to the 
strain of the throngs, the police kept 
them cleared, refusing to allow the 
crowds to stand upon, them. Many 
persons, waiting to be allowed to go 
up or down, sat on the floor of the cor- 
ridors, thus even more effectually 
blocking the passages. 

The crowd was augmented by the 
Fresence of 300 policemen, who were 
present to appear as complainants. 
Many experienced great difficulty in 
finding the persons they had sum- 
moned, while many defendants com- 
plained that they had waited in one 
part of the court long after they had 
been called in another part. 

Chief City Magistrate McAdoo and 
Magistrates McKiniry, Corrigan, Far- 
rell and Brough heard the 1,003 cases 
yesterday. Approximately $2,200 was 
collected in fines of from $1 to $3, and 
ten persons: received jail sentences of 
one or two day terms in default of 
fines. 

Most of those summoned yesterday 
were truck drivers who had fallen 
afoul of the police in the recent war 
of the latter against trucks not marked 
with the weight of vehicle.

After all, a Justice of the Supreme 
Court is only a man, and how is a 
man to decide when a woman—a Span- 
ish opera singer at that—changes her 
mind back and forth so that concert 
managers and Supreme Court Justices 
alike’ don’t know what she’s going to 
do next?

Marketing Failure. 








DISHONEST ACTS CHARGED 





Directors Bar Firm From the Fioor 
Pending Trial for Violation 
of Rules.

CHICAGO, April 12, — Suspension of 
the Armour Grain Company from the 
Board of Trade was ordered tonight 
by the d-rectors’ of the Grain Ex- 
change, following two years of investi- 
gation into the organization and the 
wrecking of the Grain Marketing Com- 
pany. The order is effective Saturday. 
’ The directorat> acted upon the rec- 
ommendations of a special committee 
headed by Leslie F’. Gates, which has 
been carrying on an inquiry in connec- 
tion wit hthe report of the arbitrator 
in the dispute between the Armour 
Company and the Rosenbaum gain in- 
terests, which grew out of the organi- 
zation of the Grain Marketing Com- 
pany. 

The Board of Trade directors had 


Gates Committee: 

“The testimony clearly shows wrong- 
ful acts, for which we deem the Ar- 
mour Grain Company responsible since 
these acts were those of persons then 
in the employ or under the continuing 
influence of the Armour Grain Com- 
pany. These acts were such as to 
constitute major offenses, being acts 
of dishonesty. 

“‘Pending the outcome of the trial of 
officers of the Armour Grain Com- 
pany, who are to be held accountable 
under the rules, this committee recom- 
mends to your board that all privileges 
which the Armour Grain Company now 
enjoys under the rules be withdrawn.” 

The acts alleged against the Armour 
Grain Company were that in 1924 it 
had falsified its books when convey- 
ing its property and its grain into the 
Grain Marketing Company, so as to 
show greater quantities than actually 
delivered, and to show that good grain 
was in the elevators. whereas in reality 
the Armour Grain Company had on 
hand several million bushels of spoiled 
grain that was listed as of good 
quality. 

George BH. Marcy, for years head of 
the Armour Grain Company, but now 
retired, is not now a member of the 
Board of Trade and J. Ogden Armour, 
who, with other members of the Ar- 
mour family, is said to own 80 per 
cent. of the stock of the Armour Grain 
Company, are not to be disciplined, 
Mr. Armour having no official position 
in the company.

Get Ten Years. 








HE OFFERED AN _ ALIBI 





Former Employe of Capitol Theatre, 
His Confederate, Testified . 
Against Him. 





A verdict of guilty was returned 
yesterday afternoon by a jury in Judge 
Collins’s part of General Sessions 
@gainst Charles J. Dryden, 42 years 
old, of 42 State Street, Springfield, 
Mass., for his part in the conspiracy 
which led to the theft of $148,000 from 
the Moredall Realty Corporation, own- 
ers of the Capitol Theatre Building. 
The theft was manipulated through 
the forging of the names of two offi- 
cials of the corporation to two checks. 

Dryden, the leader of the five men 
involved in the conspiracy, was found 
guilty of forgery in the second degree, 
and is liable to a sentence of ten years 
in prison. He was remanded without 
bail to the Tombs for sentence on 
April 26. 

iliam (Fatty) Roedell, former ele- 
vator operator in the theatre building, 
who had pleaded guilty to the forgery 
charge, testified against Dryden. He 
said that in November, 1926, he ad- 
mitted Dryden and another man, still 
a@ fugitive, to the corporation’s office 
at night, where the signatures of 
Charles K. Stern, Assistant Treasurer, 
and J. Mills, Vice President, were 
copied from legitimate checks and the 
corporation’s official stamp indented 
on two forged checks amounting to 
$153,000. The forgers obtained the 
$148,000 through these two spurious 
checks from banks in which they were 
deposited. 

Dryden was tried on the specific 
forgery of a check for $76,500. Edwin 
P. Ford, another witness, testified that 
this check was cashed by him in a 
Newark bank in the belief that it was 
legitimate. Prior to this he said he 
had been employed by Dryden as the 
business executive of the Newark 
branch of the “‘Farco Products Cor- 
poration,’ later proved to be non- 
existent, and that the two checks were 
turned over to him for ‘deposit in 
banks in the name of the fake cor- 
poration. 

Under direction of Dryden, Ford con- 
tinued, he drew checks against these 
accounts, leaving a balance of about 
$8,000 when the forgeries were discov- 
ered. Dryden subsequently was ar- 
rested in San Diego, Cal., after a 
country-wide search, when he was vis- 
iting his father. 

Roedell’s part in the conspiracy was 
uncovered by a girl with whom he had 
established a luxurious apartment in 
the Washington Square section. Dry- 
den’s defense was an alibi. Edward 
J. May, a private detective, was placed 
on trial with him, but when the case 
had been in progress three days May 
pleaded guilty and turned State’s evi- 
dence. May and Roedell are to be sen- 
tenced later.

“The first duty of the Police De- 
partment. is’ the prevention of crime; 
all other activities must be made subor- 


dinate to this, The second duty of 
the police is to apprehend the criminal 
once the crime is committed. It is 
obvious that the. better they perform 
the first duty the less they will have 
to do of the second. It is very easy to 
mistake and‘ confuse these two duties. 
The danger is that the emphasis is 
placed on the second, viz., the appre- 
hehsion of criminals, rather than on 
the first, the prevention of crime. 


Objects to Trapping Lone Culprit. 

“This may be observed throughout 
this land from the actions of motor- 
cycle policemen who are watching 
traffic. In many cases, instead of 
openly patrolling the highway with the 
effect of reducing speeding and viola- 
tions of traffic regulations when they 
are in sight, they hide up side streets 
and try to catch an occasional speeder.

STUDENT PAPER JOINS FRAY 





State Normal Head Threatens to | 


Censor Weekly—Senator to 
Ask Legislative Inquiry.

WEST CHESTER, Pa., April 12. — 
That the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which financed the defense in 
the Scopes evolution trial at Dayton, 
Tenn., might take an active part in 
defending the Liberal Club and free 
speech at West Chester Normal School 
was indicated today with the arrival 
of Professor Robert M. Lovett of Chi- 
cago, member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the union, “‘to study the sit- 
uation.” 

With the publication today of the 
student weekly, The Greenstone, came 
evidence of a growing rebellion in the 
student body against the trustees’ dis- 
missal of two favorite professors and 
against the inquiry begun by the 
American Legion. 

The third development was an an- 
nmouncement that State Senator Harvey 
Huffman, Democrat, of Stroudsburg, 
or to present a resolution to the 

gislature asking for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the con- 
troversy here. 

Dr. Lovett, who is Professor of Eng- 
Hsh at the University of Chicago, is- 
sued a statement to the effect that 
the Civil Liberties Union intends to 
aid the Liberal Club and Dr. Robert 
T. Kerlin and Professor John A. Kin- 
neman, dismissed Faculty members, if 
its support seems justified. 

In an editorial in The Greenstone, 
Miss M. Edith Haslam, its editor and 
a senior student, said frankly that the 
Newspaper was wholeheartedly in 
sympathy with the Liberal Club. Dr. 
Kerlin and Professor Kinneman. She 
charged that Principal Smith made 
vigorous efforts to edit the current 
issue and that he made it plain that 
the paper would be placed under fac- 
ulty control after this term. She said 
Dr. Smith warned against any writing 
of “red” or even “pink” nature for 
the current issue. 

Frank Mazzur, President of the Lib- 
eral Club, is expected to receive forma] 
notification of his dismissal as a stu- 
dent during the Easter holidays. Nei- 
ther Mazzur nor Dr. Smith would com- 
ment on the rumors. 

Samuel Wesley Long, commander ot 
the local American Legion post, said 
today that the post was planning to 
petition the State Department of Edu- 
cation to investigate the controversy 
The report of the post’s investigating 
committee, which will be made public 
next Tuesday, is understood to set 
forth that a definite vigorous move- 
ment to promote extreme radicalism is 
under way in all the schools of the 
nation. 


AWAIT COST FIGURES 
ON NEW OPERA HOUSE 


Stockholders Told Plans May Be 
Ready in Jane and the Esti- 
mates by Fall. 





A report of progress was made yes- 
terday by the Metropolitan Opera 
House directors at a stockholders’ 


meeting at the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, at which it was decided that 
further steps toward building a new 
opera house in Fifty-seventh Street. 
between Eighth and Ninth avenues. 
must await definite estimates of the 
cost, which probably will not be avail- 
able until well into the Fall. 

The plans are being prepared by the 
architects, Benjamin Wistar, Morris 
and Joseph Urban. They probably will 
be ready late in June and then specifi- 
cations have to be prepared. Next 
will come the bids for construction, and 
only then will the cost be known. The 
stockholders thereupon will be asked to 
decide what shall be done. This gen- 
eral plan of procedure met with the 
approval of the numerous stockholders 
who heard it at the meeting. 

R. Fulton Cutting, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, explained after the 
meeting that it had been informal, well 
attended and solely to afford the di- 
rectors an opportunity to explain the 
situation to the stockholders. 

No further hint of the plans for the 
new building will be given until they 
are completed. Mr. Morris has in- 
ferred that the building will not be a 
copy of any other opera house, and 
that it would accommodate about one 
thousand more persons than the old 
opera house on Broadway. The archi- 
tect was said to favor a building of a 
rather low type, contending that with 
the great span of the auditorium, as 
contemplated, it would be unwise, and 
probably inartistic, to construct a tow- 
ering superstructure. 


MORNING PAPERS GAIN. 


J. W. Brown Says State Group Cir- 
culation Rose 58 Per Cent. in Year. 

SYRACUSE, April 12 (4).—“Advertis- 
ers in general in New York State are 


paying less per line for advertising, 
per unit of circulation, than at any 
time in the history of the newspaper,”’ 
asserted James Wright Brown, pub- 
lisher of Editor and Publisher, who 
addressed the semiannual convention 
of New York State Circulation Mana- 
gers’ Association late today. He 
added: 

“The advertiser has appreciably 
larger circulation than he has been 
asked to pay for by the morning 
papers, The average of all rates in 
1920 was $4.14 per line for .morning 
papers and $6.74 for 1927; the advance 
is 52 per cent. 

“In the same seven years the morn- 
ing circulation has advanced 58.4 per 
cent. The combined circulation of the 
thirty-two morning papers is ~now 
3,171,000, as against 2,001,000. 

“In 1920 the average line rate for 
evening papers was $7.42; in 1927 it is 
$9.12, an increase of 23 per cent. Their 





circulation, however, has increased 
only 16 per cent. in the same time. The 
Sunday paper rate has increased 49 
per cent., but the circulation has in- 
creased 55 per cent.”’

WHAT MASON FOUND 
OF THE LOST MAYAS 


Results of the Mason-Spinden 
Expedition to Yucatan 
Told in a Book. 








HILL A CONCEALED TEMPLE 





Other Discoveries In the Central 
American Jungle by Last 
Year’s Explorers. 





Gregory Mason, leader of the Mason- 
Spinden expedition, whose discoveries 
of lost Maya cities last year were told 
in news dispatches sent by the expedi- 
tion to THE New YorRK Times, has re- 
lated his experiences in a lively vol- 
ume of adventure called “Silver Cities 
of the Yucatan,” which was issued 
yesterday by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. A 
foreword is contributed by Dr. Herbert 
J. Spinden of Harvard University, one 
of the foremost authorities on Mayan 
civilization. 

The thrill of discovering that what 
appeared to be a natural hill was in 
reality a great Maya temple buried 
under thick vegetation is told stirring- 
ly by Mr. Mason. In his first chapter, 
entitled ‘‘The First Families of Amer- 
ica,’ he sets forth the mysteries of 
the Maya civilization as follows: 
“Deep in the thick jungles of Cen- 
tral America are dozens of splendid 
stone cities, abandoned centuries ago. 
Of the mysterious race which built 
them there remain only a few thou- 
sand Indians, ignorant of their giori- 
ous past. 

“The lovely architecture of these des- 
olate places, the faded paintings on 
crumbling temple walls, the grace and 
symmetry of sculpture found on monu- 
ments buried under the matted under- 
growth of who knows how many years, 
all stamp the. builders of these cities 
as the creators of the highest civiliza- 
tion that flourished in the New World 
before the coming of the Europeans. 
New World? Outstanding facts in the 
history of these first Americans have 
now been traced back to the ancient 
days when Thales was founding Greek 
philosophy. 

“‘Whence came these people, whom 
we call the Mayas? What was that 
catastrophe which wiped out their civ- 
ilization so suddenly that no tradition 
of them has been found among the 
Indians who today inhabit their ter- 
ritory? When we enter their deserted 
cities we feel the poignantly tantalizing 
quality of the mystery that surrounds 
a magnificent ship discovered in mid- 
ocean with sails set, gear in order 
and not a soul on board. 

“Why was this great ship bearing 
no outward sign of wreck or misfor- 
tune, so abruptly abandoned? Why 
were these temples, palaces and astro- 
nomical observatories of cunningly 
carved white limestone suddenly left 
to the bats, the lizards and the sinis- 
ter little owls the later Indians called 
‘moan birds’ and associated with 
death? It is conceivable that any race 
might forget its humble beginnings in 
the dawn of history. But how came 
legend to be so silent about the col-

On his arm was a light topcoat, and 
his blue sack suit and. boutonniére 
gave him a natty appearance. His head 
was up and he smiled at some of his 
newspaper acquaintances, but had no 
words for them. 


Crowds Rush to See Him. 


A crowd had gathered in the corri- 
dors on the third floor outside the 
Marshal’s office, and as Carroll led his 
wife and sister to the elevator the 
spectators rushed for the stairs to get 
down and have another look at the 


convicted man on the street. In Broad- 
way another crowd was waiting. 
Carroll kissed his wife and ‘sister 
good-bye and then whispered in his 
wife’s ear. In the car he waved good- 
bye to the crowd, some of whom were 
calling out to him. He reached the 
Pennsylvania Station at 3:30 P. M., 
just ten minutes before his train 
pulled out. 

Some twenty patrolmen had diffi- 
culty in keeping open a space through 
which the prisoners could walk. As 
Carroll proceeded with his wife and 
sister, camera flashlights boomed and 
the air became thick with smoke. 

Marshal Hecht was in charge of 
the ‘“‘prison Pullman.”’ It will travel 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
Washington and thence by way of the 
Southern Railway to Atlanta. Mar- 
shal Hecht had as aides in the car 
Deputy Marshals Joseph McCourt and 
John Pinkley. The latter is the Gov- 
ernment’s tallest peace officer, being 
several inches over seven feet. The 
prisoners are allowed $3 for meals 
aboard the train, it was. said, but 
can spend more if they have the 
money. There will be three meals 
served aboard. 

Carroll was convicted of having per- 
jured himself before a Federal Grand 
Jury which was investigating, under 
the Prohibition law, a Washington’s 
Birthday party given by Carroll on 
the stage of his theatre in 1926 after 
the night show had ended. It was 
alleged that not only had liquor been 
served, but that Joyce Hawley, a 
show girl, had entered in the nude a 
wine-filled bathtub from which some 
of the guests later drank. The trial 
jury found that no liquor had been 
served, but that a girl had entered a 
bathtub. Before the Grand Jury Car- 
roll testified no girl had entered a 
bathtub. Later he told friends that 
a Hawley girl had worn a bathing 
suit.

Williams, counsel, tried to obtain a re- 
cersal of the ban on “Elmer Gantry,” 
but the prosecutors’ office was ada- 
mant. 

Mr. Fuller then notified all dealers in 
Greater Boston of the Prosecutor’s de- 
cision. Copies of ‘“‘Elmer Gantry.” 
which had been in the display window 
of the Old Corner Book Store were 
promptly removed. The c'#rk forgot, 


however, to remove a picture of Sin- 
clair Lewis.

BERLIN, April 12.—Members of the 
Nationalistic organization, the Steel 
Helmets, will be insured against in- 
jury from political opponents and 
from accident when they parade 
through Berlin half a million strong 
on May 8. An enterprising insurance 


company grasped the idea of protect- 
ing the men from possible clashes with 
Communists or even with the repub- 
lican organization, the Reichsbanker. 
For bodily injury the policy provides 
as much as $25,000, and for damages 
to personal property, $2,000. 

These precautions on the part of the 
semi-militaristic Steel Helmets lead the 
Republicans to believe that they con- 
template rioting, venting their hatred 
of things republican on an unarmed 
public not protected by insurance.

Tells of Call for Armistice. 


Prince Max reveals that early in Oc- 
tober in the last year of the war he 
sent a representative to General Lu- 
dendorff to ask for an armistice, ex- 
plaining the difficulties the Govern- 
ment would encounter if affairs were 
allowed to become more grave. He 
says the Chief of Staff replied, “I 
want to save my army.”’ 

Max Warburg opposed Prince Max 
and said, ‘If the military sees the 
situation the same as you, then you 
carry the white flag to the enemy. It 
seems strange that I, a civilian must 
tell the army to fight on. I know my 
only son will be ready to enter the 
trenches within a month, yet I must 
ask that the army not quit.” 

The Kaiser’s sudden departure to 
health resort when the crisis was im- 
pending and he was needed in Berlin 
caused the greatest regret of his 
Chancellor. Prince Max informed the 
Kaiser that his sudden departure, 
known only to a few, not including the 
Chancellor, created the worst sort of 
impression and strengthened the posi- 
tion of the Radicals. Though he asked 
almost in the form of a command that 
Kaiser Wilhelm return to the capital 
immediately, His Majesty delaped his 
reply, finally saying that his doctor 
feared he would catch grip from which 
he evidently had been suffering. 

On the morn:-g of Nov. 8 it was 
proposed to entrust the Chancellorship 
to Frederich Ebert, President of the 
Reichstag, and in reply to the question 
whether he would undertake the task 
he replied in the affirmative. The next 
day the question was repeated, and 
Herr Ebert replied that he must first 
consult his party, for it was still un- 
derstook that he was to take the post 
as Imperial Chancellor. Then repre- 
sentatives of the Crown said, “We 
must build a regency,’’ to which Herr 
Ebert replied, ‘‘It’s too late,” and dur- 
ing the ominous silence that followed 
his party colleagues echoed, ‘‘Too late, 
too laté.’”’

Justice Callaghan to Hear the 
Motions in Action Against 
Gold and Ten Aides. 








THEY APPEAR IN HANDCUFFS 





But Are Returned to Jalil When 
Court Refuses to Act at Once on 
Pleas for Ball and Venue Change. 





Arguments involved in the case of 
Ben Gold, Communist leader of the 
dissolved Joint Board of Furriers, and 
ten associates, who were to have gone 
to trial in Mineola on Monday, will be 
heard at 10 o’clock this morning before 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen Calla- 
ghan in Brooklyn. Justice Callaghan 
declined to act at once on various 
applications when counsel appeared 
before him yesterday. 

Gold and the other defendants, in- 
dicted on charges of having instigated 
or taken part in an assault on Michael 
and Jack Barnett, owners of a fur 
shop in Rockville Centre, L. I., ap- 
peared in court yesterday in handcuffs 
and were returned. to the Mineola jail, 
where they: spent their second night 
since County Judge Lewis J. Smith 
cancelled bail-on Monday, 

Release of the defendants on bail, a 
motion to postpone the trial pending 
application for a change of venue 
from the County Court in Mineola to 
ths Supreme Court in Brooklyn and a 
motion by District Attorney Elvin N. 
Edwards of Nassau County that the 
move to change the place of trial be 
vacated will be argued before Justice 
Callaghan today. 


Says He Has 28 Witnesses. 


District Attorney Edwards informed 


the Court yesterday that he had as- 
sembled twenty-eight witnesses with 
great difficulty, as many had been in- 
timidated by threats and he was fear- 
ful that postponement would interfere 
with reassembling them. He alleged 
that the defendants and their allies 
had organized ‘‘a reign of terror” in 
the fur industry and also that threats 
had been made to kill the Barnett 
brothers, who were attacked in their 
shop on April 19, 1926. 

“If I were to tell your Honor of the 
amount of money that Soviet sym- 
pathizers and these Communists stand 


ready to end to defeat their cases 
you would think I was romancing,’”’ he 
said 


Mr. Edwards informed the Court that 
several:men had turned State’s evi- 
dence and had implicated the defen- 
dants. Gold, he d, was in Manhat- 
tan at the time of the raid on the 
Barnett Brothers’ shop, the raid being 
led by Joseph “Butch” Katz and 
George Weiss, known as ‘“‘The Turk.” 
The other defendants are Gold, Morris 
Malkin, Leo Franklin, Jack Schneider, 
Philip Lenhart, Martin Rosenberg, 
Oscar Milief, Isidor Shapiro and Sam- 
uel Mencher. 

Henry A. Uterhart, in opposition, 
said that talk of vast sums of money 
. was nonsense. He had not yet seen 
his own fee. He was not prepared to 
go on and asked that the hearing be 
held today, maintaining that County 
Judge Smith in Mineola was prejudiced 
and that a fair trial could not be had 
in Nassau County because of the senti- 
ment of the community. 

Frank P. Walsh, Charles Weeks and 
George N. Lavy of counsel for the de- 
fendants were in court.

‘‘We deny all these allegations cate- 
gorically and state clearly and em- 
phatically that we have had nothing to 
do with the Mineola cases and are con- 
tent to let the law take its course 
without let or hindrance, influence or 
interference.’’ 


TO PRESS FIGHT ON FUR REDS. 


Woll Announces Formation of Cit- 
izens Group to Sift Activities. 


Matthew Woll, Vice President of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
Chairman of the special committee re- 
organizing the furriers’ unions in this 
city, announced yesterday preliminary 


steps for the formation this week of 
a Citizens’ Committee to investigate 
Communistic activities in New York 
City. The names of the members of the 
committee will be made known in a 
few days. 
The formation of the committee was 
discussed last week at a luncheon ar- 
ranged by the Federation’s special 
committee, consisting of Mr. Woll, 
Hugh Frayne and Edward F’. McGrady. 
The luncheon was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the Church, law, educa- 
tion, labor and employers. 
“Communistic developments and ac- 
tivities were fully considered and dis- 
cussed,”’ said Mr. Woll. “It was clearly 
indicated that the present disturbances 
in the fur and garment industries are 
due not so much to internal labor dif- 
ficulties between ‘left‘ and ‘right’ but 
that underlying them was the attempt 
of Communists to gain control of trade 
unions for the purpose of weakening 
if not destroying American institu- 
tions. The method followed by them is 
that of breeding and furthering class 
hatred and civil revolution. Com- 
munistic strikes are conceived and 
conducted as a necessary prerequisite 
to a -revolutionary industrial war 
which is to end in Communist dictator- 
ship directed from Moscow. 





“The conduct and activity of these 
Communistic leaders is so brazen and 
brutal that it is almost inconceivable 
that such a state of affairs could exist 
in the United States. The use of 
money for destructive ends is being 
exercised to a most astounding degree. 
Our courts and police are being jeered 
and laughed at. Law and order are 
held in contempt. Gangsterism is being 
glorified under Communism. Terrorism 
is advanced as preferable to laborism; 
Communism as preferable to Ameri- 
canism.”’ 


2,500 BARBERS’ PAY RAISED. 


Arbitrator Gives Slight Increase to 
Brooklyn and Queens Union Men. 
A small increase in wages was 

granted the union barbers of Brooklyn 

and Queens, comprising Local 913 of 

the Barbers’ International Union, in a 

decision announced yesterday by Peter 

A. Doyle, Mediator in the Bureau of

Banton Asks Court to Fix That 
Day for Hearing of Charges 
Made by Child. 








LISTS SEVEN WITNESSES 





Decision on Custody of Roberta Is 
Postponed Until Case Against Her 
Foster Mother Is Settied. 





District Attorney Banton asked the 
Justices of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions yesterday to set next Monday to 
hear the case against Mrs. Carolina 8. 





Pratt, of Des Moines, Ia., who was 
held in $500 bail Saturday on the 
charge of third degree assault made by 
Roberta Jane Pratt, her 6-year-old fos- 
ter daughter. 

The District Attorney filed with the 
clerk of the court “an information” 
which ds to an indictment re- 
turned in a of General Sessions. 
The documert reads: ‘Vincent T. 
Pisarra, duly sworn, says that he has 
been informed by one Eva Ellen 
Thompson, alias Roberta Jane Pratt, 
and has reason to believe that on or 
about March 24, 1927, in the County of 
New York, the said Roberta Jane 
Pratt was violently assaulted and 
beaten while at the Hotel Plaza by 
one Carolina Pratt by striking her 
with a shoetree, and by striking her 
right leg, causing contusions. 

“That said defendant on the afore- 
said date did burn said child with a 
hot hair curling-iron on the right leg, 
causing three wounds and seven con- 
tusions, and three wounds on left leg, 
without any justification on the part 
of said assailant.”’ 

Mr. Banton listed seven witnesses 


who are expected to testify. They are, 
in addition to Roberta, Jane Vallery, 
Mildred Gordon and Detective James 
Devine of the Hotel Plaza; Dr. W. 
Travis Gibbs, Vincent Pisarra and 
Thomas Fisher of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

The complaint of the Children’s So- 
ciety that Roberta is ‘a neglected 
child,”” was postponed by Justice Wil- 
liam Young in the *s Court 
yesterday morning until April 20. The 
postponment was made at the request 
of David Maxey, an agent of the Chil- 
dren's Society, who informed the Court 
that the criminal proceedings against 
Mrs. Pratt would probably be disposed 
of before next Wednesday. 

Justice Young took under advisement 
the request of David T. Thompson, of 
157 West Sixty-sixth Street, that he re- 
ceive temporary custody of Roberta. 
He explained Roberta was adopted by 
his father, David M. Thompson of Des 
Moines, in August, 1923, and produced 
a paper which he said was an agree- 
ment signed by Mrs. Craiger, mother 
of Roberta, permitting the Thompsons 
to have custody of the child.

Tosses Out the First Ball, but 
Quickly Gives Way to Ruth and 
Cobb as They Win Cheers. 





BABE TWICt STRIKES OUT 





Gets Only Loving Cup and Dizzy 
Spell, Retires—Hoyt, With Fine 
Support, Beats Grove.

The jury brought in its verdict yes- 
terday. 


Baseball, harassed and beclouded by 
the scandals and semi-scandals of last 
Winter, found vindication yesterday as 
72,000 fans, the largest crowd in the 
history of the sport, stormed the 
Stadium to watch the Yankees beat 
the Athletics, 8 to 3. 

The jury perched on the rafters, 
jammed into the aisles and runways, 
Swarmed over every available foot of 
seating and standing room. Outside 
the arena more than 25,000 other tales- 
men pushed vainly against police lines 
and against gates that had long since 
been closed. 

One hundred thousand fans were 
there, eager to pay tribute to Ty Cobb, 
to acclaim Babe Ruth, to cheer Eddie 
Collins and to prove once more that 
the word of a Leonard or a Gandil has 
no standing alongside a succulent base 
— a one-hand catch with the bases 
ull, 

Attendance records fell with a sick- 
ening thud as the Yankee officials 
packed more cash customers into a 
given space than had ever been packed 
there before. At the second game of 
the 1926 world’s series about 66,000 
were present, paid and unpaid. There 
Was a great how-de-do about this tiny 
gathering at the time; it was a record 
crowd for baseball, and in their naive 
‘way the experts predicted that it would 
never be excelled. Once again the ex- 
perts were wrong. 


Nine Thousand Were Invited. 


In addition to some 62,000 paid cus- 
tomers there were 9,000 invited guests 
and about 1,000 other deadheads. This 
made a grand total of 72,000, and when 
the police heard the staggering news 
they shut the stadium up tighter than 
a jail to all but the holders of the 
coveted, not° to say elusive, paste- 
boards. 

By the time the Yanks had got 
around to raising their 1926 pennant 
at 3:15 the quiet, peaceful little neigh- 
borhood around the stadium was a 
madhouse, with bleacher and grand 
stand folk trying to walk over each 
other’s shoulders through the turn- 
stiles. 

You couldn’t find any serious flaws 
in the party that Colonel Jacob Rup- 
pert threw on opening day. The 
weather was lovely, the peanuts and 
hot dogs were unusually tasty, Babe 
Ruth and Ty Cobb were there, the 
Yanks raised their new _ pennant, 
Mayor Jimmy Walker threw out the 
first ball and the home boys left the 
visitors flat-footed at the barrier. 

The fans got there early and opened 
a bag of peanuts and a line of inside 
information about who is going to win 
the. pennant. Some of the boys 
guessed the Yanks would show them a 
thing or two. By the time the players 
began to straggle out the sun was 
shining warmly and a little wind was 
fluttering the flags and bunting which 
decorated the big stand. 

The notables and society folk were 
fashionably late. Most of them were 
there in time to see Mayor Walker toss 
a very wicked fast one into Mr. Grab- 
owski’s mitt at 3:25 P. M. Just before 
this the teams had paraded in disorder 
to the centre-field bleachers, where 
the Stars and Stripes and then the pen- 
nant were raised to the top of the pole 
while the Seventh Regiment Band 
played the national anthem. 


Loving Cup for Ruth. 


The players footed it back to the 
plate, and a little bit later Mayor 
Walker, doubling in brass, stepped for- 


ward to hand Mr. Ruth a silver loving 
cup from kind friends. The famous 
cinema star was so overcome that he 
struck out twice and opopPe’s up an- 
other time. He retir in the sixth 
inning, explaining that he felt dizzy. 
He looked that way at the bat. 

Sir Thomas Lipton was to be seen 
fn Colonel Ruppert’s box as a guest 
of the Yankee owner; Dr. Wilhelm 
Cuno, former Chancellor of the Ger- 
man Republic, and his family also 
were among those present Another 
celebrity was Cardinal Hayes. Mayor 
Walker was accompanied by Joseph 
McKee, Aldermanic President. George 
M. Cohan had a _ reminiscent thrill 
when they raised the flag. 

Mr. Ruth and Mr. Cobb were photo- 
graphed from all angles by the cam- 
era snappers, and the Babe’s dimin- 
ished waist line was also recorded for 
the benefit of posterity. There were 
so many photographers on the field 
that it looked like a national conven- 
tion of the Photographers’ Union. 

When all the good old traditions had 
been. observed they ultimately sot 
around to playing the ball game. This 
turned out to be no minor feature. The 
Yankees whaled into Lefty Grove for 
three hits and four runs in ‘the fifth 
inning, and waded in again in the 
sixth for four more runs on three 
singles, a double and Mark Koenig’s 
triple. 


Athletics Disappoint. 


Professor Grove was dragged out at 
the end of the sixth, feeling very in- 
disposed, and John Pincus Quinn, the 


most ancient of the pitchers, went out 
to face Waite Hoyt. Neither one was 
a fair match for Hoyt, who had a 
few troubled innings but held the A’s 
to eight, hits and would have had a 
shut-out except for an error and 
Coombs’s ge to stop Cobb at third 
on an easy iW.

CHICAGO, April 12 (/).—Playing be- 
fore a crowd of 45,000, the largest that 
ever was packed into Wrigley Field, 
the Chicago Cubs, aided by three home 
runs, overwhelmed the world’s cham- 
pion St. Louis Cardinals today, 10 to 
1, in the season’s opener. 

Earl Webb, obtained last Winter 
from the Louisville American Associa- 
tion club, led the Cubs’ slugging at- 
tack with two home runs, while First 
Baseman Charley Grimm, a former Pi- 
rate, slammed out the other. Webb’s 
first went over the right field bleacher 
wall, while the second fell a few feet 
short. 

Charley Root held the champions to 
seven hits and never seemed in any 
danger. Grover Cleveland Alexander, 
hero of last Fall’s world’s series’ start- 
ed auspiciously, but ran into trouble in 
the third inning when the Cubs gath- 
ered five runs. He gave way to a 
pinch hitter in the fifth. Herman Bell 
held the Cubs scoreless for the next 
two innings, but Eddie Dyer, who toiled 
the last two for the Cardinals, was 
buried under a shower of blows in the 
eighth, starting with Webb’s second 
homer. 

Baseball Commissioner Landis chose 
the contest for his opening day visit, 
and Mayor William Hale Thompson 
tossed the first ball. The new second 





stand was filled to capacity and thou- 
sands stood in front of the bleachers, 
making long hits into the crowd good 
for only two bases.

BOSTON, April 12.—The _ Robins

Be- 
fore a crowd of 15,000 fans, including 
Governor Alvin Fuller and Mayor Mal- 
colm Nichols, the revamped ball club 
of Wilbert Robinson rolled the same 
old Braves right over on the flat of 
their backs and made them submit to 
a 6-to-2 beating. 

There was also a slight curtailment 
in the customary elaborate inaugural 
that Boston usually stages on this im- 
portant incident in the national pas- 
time.

PHILADELPHIA, April 12 (4).—The 
Supreme Court today heard argument 
on the appeal of the Philadelphia 
American League baseball club from 
the decision of the Court of Common 
Pleas enjoining the club from playing

Sunday in so far as to constituting an 
employment or business.

Defeat for Boston Six in Fourth 
Hockey Clash Will Give

POINT SYSTEM EXPLAINED 





Stanley Cup Will Be Awarded on 
Tallying Basis Employed During 
the Regular Season.

OTTAWA, Ontario,’ April’ 12—The 
fourth and possibly the deciding game 
in the Stanley Cup series for the 
world’s championship in hockey will be 
Played tomorrow night at. the audi- 
torium between the Boston Bruins and 
the Ottawa Senators. It is a highly 
important game to the Bruins. If the 
Boston, sextet: wins they .will.be even 
with the Senators on points scored at 
four each anda fifth game will be 
necessary on Saturday night to decide 
the issue, if possible. 
On the other hand, if the Senators 
come through with a second victory, 
this will put the Bruins out of the 
picture and a -fifth. game will not be 
played. The Stanley Cup will then go 
to the Senators for the ninth time. 
The classic series is to be decided on 
a point basis, not on ‘total goals. That 
is, the same point system applies in 
the series as did during the regular 
season, one point being allotted for a 
tie game and two points for a victory. 
Under this system Ottawa now has 
four points to two for the Bruins. Both 
teams received one point for each of 
the two tie contests, while Ottawa got 
two tallies for its 3 to 1 triumph over 
the Bruins. 
By a peculiar coincidence Ottawa has 
scored a total of four goals to two for 
the Bruins and this has confused fans 
and led them to believe that the series 
was to be decided on a total-goal scor- 
ing basis. However, it is the point 
system which will determine who is to 
hold the cup. 
The playing of two tle games in the 
present series so far is something un- 
heard of before in Stanley Cup com- 
petition. These deadlocks have re- 
sulted in so many ifs, ands and buts 
being inserted into the situation that 
it will probably go down in history as 
the hypothetical hockey series. 
Boston naturally will wage a tremen- 
dous fight to defeat the great Senator 
outfit in tomorrow night’s meeting, 
which will give them a fighting chance 
for the cup on enemy territory. They 
are a fine fighting team, these Bruins, 
as last night’s bitter drawn battle 
showed and the Ottawans will have to 
call into play all their ice craft and 
smooth combination work to emerge 
victorious.

Last night, on a 
float of the new boathouse on Pelham 
Bay, with a stiff sou’easter bringing 
in the smell of salt from Long Island 
Sound, Young Dick set his seal on it. 


May M-*e One Change. 


“There may be one change. But as 
things stand now, they’re my varsity. 

An hour spent in the coaching launch 
gtrengthens the feeling that Glendon 
has chosen well. ‘unis crew now, ap- 
proximately three weeks before its 
opening race, has a definite, estab- 
lished character that is not often found 
this early in the season. 

They look now like a good crew, a 
very good crew. The proof of the pud- 
ding will be on May 7, when the sea- 
gon opens at Derby in the regatta with 
Nale and Pennsylvania. 

As the crews round into the final 
weeks of their pre-season work, this 
opening race of Columbia’s takes on 
added importance. It is vitally impor- 
tant to Columbia with a sophomore 
crew. If the men win, it may make 
them.

The freshman boat is not nearly so 
good-looking as was. its forebear last 
season. It was ragged last night, and 
obviously is well behind the others in 
development. These three boats, with 
@ tombination eight made up of four 
freshmen and four upper classmen, 
comprise the navy in the new rowing 
camp on the East Chester course. 

Things are more rugged up there on 
the new course than Columbia oars- 
men have had it of recent years. The 
new house, set high on the banks of 
@ rocky cove, looks straight out to the 
opening of the Sound, and there is a 
deep-sea atmosphere about the place. 
A. rolling sea last night made work in 
the creek necessary, where a mile or 
more of water is found on rough days. 

The men are taken to the house by 
guto bus and back to supper in the 
Baker Field house after the workout. 
Glendon is well pleased with the new 
course..

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PROTESTING TO CHINA. 

China has been having a “ protest 
week.” From the Western Powers and 
Japan she has received identic notes 
demanding reparations for the outrages 
committed by the Cantonese troops at 
Nanking. From Soviet Russia she has 
received an indignant protest about 
the violation by CHana Ts0-LIn of the 
immunity which the Russians have 
shared, together with the hated “ Im- 
perialists"’ in the legation quarter 
in Peking. Russia’s protest, more 
promptly delivered than that of the 
other Powers, has led to an immediate 
apology—but from Eucens CHEn, the 
Foreign Minister of the Cantonese, to 
whom it was not addressed. Perhaps, 
in keeping with the topsy-turvy condi- 
tions now prevailing in China, CHana 
TsSO-LIN, whom Russia but not. the 
Powers addressed, will in turn apolo- 
gize to the Powers for the action of 
the Cantonese. 

There is something. whimsical in all 
this exchange. Russia, loudest in de- 
nunciation of special privileges en- 
joyed by foreigners in China, is prompt 
and indignant in demanding apologies 
and redress for the violation of these 
special extraterritorial privileges. 
EUGENE CHEN, leader ‘in reviling for- 
eign Powers for their interference in 
China’s affairs, is as outraged as the 
Russians about this indignity heaped 
upon the Soviet. Neither appears to 
be much concerned by the fact that 
the Chinese police force apparently 
exceeded the rights of search granted 
them by the diplomatic body in Peking 
when they applied for permission to 
enter the legation compound. That 
these rights were exceeded will be re- 
gretted as much by the foreign diplo- 
mats as by either the Cantonese or 
the Russians. 

In the meantime, the joint note about 
the Nanking affair has been slowly 
prepared and reluctantly presented 
three weeks after the premeditated 
assault on the foreign Consuls and 
nationals there. But the same desire 
to please which characterized the Can- 
tonese apology to Russia is not to 
be manifested toward the Powers. 
Already there is talk on the part of 
some of the Cantonese leaders that a 
joint committee of inquiry should be 
appointed to study the Nanking affair 
—obviously with a view to postponing 
or avoiding. a settlement with the 
Powers. This expression of opinion 
does not, however, come from CHIANG 
Kat-sHEK, to whom the protest was 
delivered. 

The answer. will probably be deter- 
mined by.the political quarrel between 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK and the Cantonese 
extremists. It is they who have been 
most unreasonable toward the Powers 
and, at the same time, most friendly 
to Soviet Russia. By identifying 
themselves..so closely with the Rus- 
sians they have alienated other na- 
tions which might have been helpful 
to them. At ithe same time they have 
lined up a8 ‘their bitter enemies the 
Northern Chinese, led by CHANG Tso- 
tin, who know by sad experience that 
the difference between Czarist and 
Soviet Russian Imperialism is~one of

HOW CANADA FEELS ABOUT 
RECIPROCITY. 

When the Canadian Prime Minister, 
Mr. MacKEeNziz KING, spoke of the 
desire of his Government to negotiate 
reciprocal trade agreements with the 
United States he was not announcing 
a definite policy. He was merely dis- 
closing an attitude and putting out a 
diplomatic “feeler.” But Washington 
promptly .cut that féeler off short. 
Unofficially but positively, the Cool- 
idge Administration let it be known 
that our Government is taking and 
will take no interest whatever in 
reciprocity with Canada. The subtle 
inference was that such a thing might 
lead to consideration of the protective 
tariff in other aspects, and that, of 
course, would be something too hor- 
rible for a Republican Administration 
even to think of. In addition to the 
very cool reception which Prime Min- 
ister Kino’s offer met in Washington, 
a prominent United States Senator 
from the West made haste to declare 
that he would never consent to any 
arrangement by which Canadian farm 
products should enter the United 
States without paying a good thump- 
ing duty for the privilege. 

That this brusque treatment of the 
Canadian gesture gave offense beyond 
the border is undeniable. The Cana- 
dian Government has said nothing, 
but. the Canadian press has said a 
good deal. The bluntest statement 
which has fallen under our eye is that 
m.ade by The Vancouver Sun in its 
issue of April 6. Pointing out that 
Canada is a ver. large customer of the 
United States, it went on to say that 
international trade on such a scale 
has to be done today “on something 
approaching a reciprocal basis.” It is 
therefore a problem even more urgent 
for the United States than it is for 
Canada to find some plan to “ make it 
“possible for Canadians to pay on an 
“equitable trade basis for the goods 
“Canadians are buying in the United 
“States.” Here comes the explicit 
threat: 

If the United States will not enter 
into a reciprocal trade agreement 
with Canada, there can be no alter- 
native for Canadians but to put up 
a tariff barrier that will keep out of 
Canada all American manufactured 
goods that can be produced in Can- 
ada with some reasonable approx- 
imation to their cost. 

And if that does not give Canadians 
relief, it will be necessary to take 
the further step of placing such out- 
going tariffs or embargoes on Cana- 
dian nickel, asbestos, pulp wood and 
other raw materials as will insure 
Canadians a reasonable living. 

If Canada has to, she can get 
along quite nicely entirely indepen- 
dent of the United States. 


This may be dismissed as merely tall 
talk by a newspaper, but it indicates 
a situation and a peril which prudent 
statesmanship at Washington will not 
neglect. Anything like a trade war 
between Canada and the United States 
would be the height of absurdity, 
economically and industrially speak- 
ing. Yet it might be forced through 
the folly of officials on one side or the 
other. If Mr. Mackenzie Kina re- 
peats the Canadian advance to our 
Government, the latter would do well 
to treat it politely, and not to reject 
it out of hand. 





ADSCRIPT TO THE RUM SHIP. 

Since the rum-smuggling Convention 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, several fine points of law have 
been raised and are gradually being 
settled. The Supreme Court has just 
sustained the conviction of certain 
British merchant ship officers and 
subjects for violation of the Volstead 
act, A British vessel “ hovering” with 
rumful purpose somewhere off the 
Farallon Islands, various miles off San 
Francisco, was pursued and captured 
on “the high seas,” which were no 
longer the high seas because she was 
communicating with the shore through 
a liquor-laden motorboat that could 
run a mile or so more an hour than 
the distance from the shore at which 
the mother ship was seized. There was 
some dispute about the circumstances 
in which the tests of the boat’s speed 
were made and the exact position of 
the mother ship. 

The Supreme Court didn’t go into 
the evidence, but accepted the judg- 
ment of the San Francisco’ District 
Court, where the case was tried; a 
judgment. confirmed -by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. ‘The defense ad- 
mitted the right of the customs au- 
thorities to seize ship and rum; but 
maintained that the prisoners were 
protected from punishment by. their 
nationality and that the Convention 
set up no offense against the. United 
States law. Chief Justice Tart, who 
gave the opinion of the Court, said 
that the “considerate purpose” -of 
Great Britain in agreeing to the Con- 
vention was to prevent her merchant 
ships from smuggling. The “ counter- 
consideration’ of the United. States 
was the determination of an ‘enlarged 
zone in which British; rum-hoyvyerers 
could be lawfully seized; but the terr' 
torial jurisdiction of the’Unitea 8 ites 
over offenders against its im 
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laws..remains exactly what it. was.be- 
fore the Convention. 

No ship can be condemned, no per- 
sons on it convicted, after the Conven- 
tion unless they could have been con- 
demned and convictede before. The 
status of the ship is decisive. She may 
be seized and towed into an American 
port for ‘adjudication. ‘‘ What is to 
“be adjudicated? The vessel. What 
“does that include?,” Ship and cargo 
and persons on board. “ They cannot 
“be set. adrift or thrown overboard. 
“They must go with the ship. They 
“are identified with it.” Their immu- 
nity.as8 British subjects comes from 
that of the ship “by reason of her 
British nationality.”” When she loses 
it, they lose it. This is logical and 
ingenious. Just as the medieval serf 
was adscript to the glebe, the officers 
and sailors of a British ship that 
mocks at the Volstead law are adscript 
to that ship. 

SL ES aT Ser 
THE FLIGHT TO PARIS. 

RopMAN WANAMAKER, who is the 
sponsor for Commander Brrp’s flight 
from New York to Paris, hopes to 
realize an ambition of many years. 
He was among the-first in the field to 
plan the crossing of the Atlantic by 
airplane. As far back as 1914 the 
original America was built. In 1909 
a Frenchman had flown the English 
Channel. In the next five years the 
range of airplanes had shown so great 
an increase that Mr. WANAMAKER was 
encouraged to believe that the Atlantic 
passage would soon be practicable. 
General MCEWEN and Major MCLAREN 
of the Royal Air Force, in 1918, flew 
from London to Calcutta, 6,500 miles. 
The development of a non-stop power- 
fully motored airplane to make the 
Atlantic passage and link the United 
States with England and France 
seemed to be assured. In August, 1925, 
the Frenchmen DrRoUHIN and LANDRY 
remained in the air in a Farman bi- 
plane for more than forty-five hours 
and flew 2,734 miles. The time had 
come to design machines for the At- 
lantic passage. 

While Mr, WaNAMAKER regards the 
new America as a pioneer, to be fol- 
lowed ‘‘within a reasonably short 
time ’’ by larger planes of passenger 
capacity, the sentiment of friendly re- 
lations with France plays a large part 
in his purpose. It will be symbolized 
by her visit to Paris in command of 
the American naval officer who was 
first to reach the North Pole in an 
airplane. His welcome on such a 
mission would make a historic occa- 
sion. The inspiration of RopMAaN 
WANAMAKER and his steadfastness in 
working out the problem of transat- 
lantic aviation will deserve recognition 
in the event of success. 

No one has seen more clearly the 
difficulties of a transatlantic flight by 
airplane than Lieutenant Wape, who 
took part in the Army round-the- 
world cruise. ‘“ To cross the ocean 
successfully,” he says, “it is necessary 
“to regard the flight as a scientific 
“problem, and not one of a ‘stunt’ 
“character.” It is true that Captain 
AtcocK and Lieutenant Brown made 
the Atlantic passage in June, 1919, 
1,936 miles from Newfoundland to 
Clifden, Ireland, in sixteen and a half 
hours, but what a mad undertaking it 
was! “The wonder is that we are here 
at all,” said Atcock at Clifden. “ We 
“scarcely saw the sun or the moon 
“or the stars. For hours we saw none 
“of them.” Sometimes the plane was 
out of control, The Vimy sped along 
at an average speed of 117 miles an 
hour. Lieutenant Brown, the naviga- 
tor, used an ordinary naval sextant, a 
Royal Air Force box compass and a 
drift indicator or bearing plate, such 
as British machines of that date were 
equipped with..The two men had just 
enough. room in the cockpit to huddle 
together. There was a little cherub 
that sat up aloft to guide those dare- 
devils to safety. Commercial avia- 
tion did not profit in the least by 
the “sporting event” in which they 
engaged. 

The three-motor plane is a remark- 
able advance on the Vimy bomber in 
which ALcocK and Brown risked their 
lives. It has been designed for a non- 
stop flight of 4,000 miles and is fitted 
with a compartment for the navigator 
and a radio room. In front of him the 
pilot will have instruments showing 
altitude, motor speed; air rate, oil 
pressure and other things it is essen- 
tial for him to know. Fuel tanks are 
so attached and distributed as to bal- 
ance the plane. Although Commander 
Byrp and Lieut. Commander Davis are 
rivals in the great adventure, there 
will be no jockeying for a start, and 
the word will not be given. until 
thorough tests have been made of 
their “ships.’’ The. meteorological 
conditions must be satisfactory. They

Geneva, the reason is not 
the technical difficulty of framing a 
formula, but the lack of sufficient con- 
fidence among the conferees in each 
other’s good intentions. Great: Britain 
insists on-the- limitation of naval 
tonnage by specific categories, France 
insists on limitation by total tonnage, 
leaving it to each Government to coin 
its quota. into. any denomination it 
chooses—capital ships, cruisers, sub- 
marines. Thus reappears the issue 
that bred so much sore feeling at the 
Washington- Conference six years ago. 
Is France planning submarines against 
Great Britain? That is denied at Paris, 
which stresses France’s need of safe- 
guarding her sea communications with 
the colonies, But London is not quite 
sure and emphasizes in turn the secu- 
rity of the British Empire and its far- 
flung commerce. In the background of 
the failure at Geneva, therefore, is this 
fear of a possible clash between Britain 
and France. 

It is a fear that can be explained 
only by old habits of thought. In post- 
war Europe it is a grotesque anomaly. 
We have to imagine France contem- 
plating the risk of challenging Great 
Britain with all that this would mean 
east of the Rhine. We have to fancy 
Great Britain taking the chance of 
splitting the Continent wide open. If 
there is anything approximately per- 
manent in international life, it is that 
for many years to come the two na- 
tions on the Channel must work and 
stand together. If anything were 


needed to prove the point, it would be 


the very fact that the two are much 
nearer together now than they were 
in 1921 ang subsequent years. Yet 
France insists upon a free hand with 
submarines and Great Britain can find 
no formula of compromise. The ques- 
tion is not one for the technicians. 
Apparently insufficient progress has 
been made in moral disarmament.

ORES TREE 2 DRE 
TWENTY QUESTIONS. 

More than two years ago the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education and 
the Superintendent of Schools were 
made a special committee to survey 
the schools. They employed. “ survey 
investigators’’ who tried to get the 
answers to twenty questions put by 
the Board of Education. The answers, 
consisting of twenty volumes of about 
200 pages each, were yesterday for- 
mally presented to the board and 
“adopted’’ without debate, but. not 
without intimations that the “ find- 
ings’’ of the Survey Committee and 
‘‘ critiques on said findings’ would, 
when printed, provoke other questions 
which will ask for further answers. 
Obviously the Survey Committee has 
not been satisfied with some of the 
answers it got from some of its inves- 
tigators. However, this Socratic effort 
has given a basis for continuing ques- 
tion and answer, 

In these twenty times two hundred 
pages, what and where are the ‘‘ high 
spots’ and what and where the “‘ low 
spots”? Thousands of the former 
have been discovered. The view of one 
expert who comes from the Middle 
West, Dr. A. N. FARMER of Iowa, is 
that “it is doubtful whether in all 
“the world it is possible to find so

So long as he jealously guards 
the High standard he has set for the 
conduct of the department the public 
will give him full support. 

A ELSE TEE SL OE 
BUDGETING AFTER A BAD YEAR. 

Mr. CHuURCHILL’s plans to meet the 
situation created by last year’s labor 
deadlock and the resultant industrial 
reaction have been received with a 
sense of relief. This was because 
there was fear of an increase in the 
already oppressive income tax and of 
the possibility that systematic reduc- 
tion of the outstanding public debt, a 
policy adopted as soon as the war was 
over, might be suspended. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
steers clear of both. Through inge- 
nious application of several new ex- 
cise, customs and special taxes and 
through anticipating the payment 
date of certain other taxes, he be- 
lieved it possible to avert another def- 
icit without raising the income tax. 
His estimate was that existing taxes 
would probably leave a deficit for the 
new fiscal year of £21,500,000.~ The 
£38,000,000 which he expects from the 
new revenue proposals would not only 
cancel that deficiency, but would leave 
a@ surplus sufficient to increase the 
sinking fund appropriation to £65,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year, as against 
the £50,000,000 budgeted a -year ago. 

In some respects Mr. CHUBCHILL’s 
proposals would appear to resembie 
the old-time budgets drawn up in 
years of unexpected increase of ex- 
penditure or decrease of revenue. But 
he does not encourage the idea of a 
fiscal outlook made perfectly safe by 
ingenuity. He admits frankly that the 
proposed increase in sinking fund 
payments will serve only to make good 
one-half of the arrears in scheduled 
debt redemption which weré forced by 
the bad business of 1926, and he 
warns Parliament that the thing" can- 
not be done again. His present budget 
brings him to ‘‘ the absolute end ”.of 
his “ adventitious resources,” 

The budget speech makes it. reason- 
ably clear that the Chancellor is to 
g large extent staking his fortunes on 
revival of Great Britain's trade and 





ne of the ablest Superintendents in 
the United Statés, makes enthusiastic 
comment on the morale of our teach- 
ing and supervising staffs and their 
intellectual equipment.

As to the system itself, 
one expert investigator in one sen- 
tence praised the creative ability 
shown by the administrative and 
teaching staff and in the next says 
that “the morale of the educational 
staff is low.” This latter generaliza- 
tion is swept away by the committee 
with the observation that it-is based 
on “very inadequate data,” chiefly 
conversation with certain individuals,’ 
The answers are set aside for further 
questioning. Particularly does . the 
recommendation as to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Board of Superintendents 
“require more study than the survey- 
ors were able to give it.” It is inti- 
mated, too, that this one did not count 
the financial cost of some of his rec- 
ommendations. Another expert made 
such brief visits that the new question 
is raised whether he “could really 
“form a valid judgment of the merits 
“of different complicated plans of 
“ school organization.” 

The report is too meager to allow 
one to express an opinion regarding 
the constructive value of the material 
gathered in answer to the twenty 
questions. The inference from what 
has been revealed is that it. will pro- 
voke more questions than it has an- 
swered. But that will justify the ex-

tracks on the Queens Boulevard, which 
is the principal artery between the 
Fifty-ninth Street Bridge and Jamaica. 

This boulevard was planned to take 
care of the enormous traffic which 
converges at Jamaica from the cen- 
tral and southern portions of Long 
Island. It was designed to have the 
trolley tracks in the centre and a 
broad one-way road on each side. The 
widening of the boulevard has been 
carried out during the last two years 
and is now nearly completed, but the 
trolley tracks, which followed the old 
boulevard, still cross and recross it, 
and in spots have prevented paving 
the street to its full width. 

Moving these tracks was delayed 
pending decision who should pay for 
this work. The case has not yet 
been finally determined, but an ad- 
justment has been made which .per- 
mits the work to be started almost 
immediately. It will require a num- 
ber of months to finish the removal, 
after which the pavement .will have 
to be extended to cover the parts now

An As- 
sistant Attorney General, armed with 
a letter from -the Attorney General 
urging the indictment and conviction of 
the citizen in question, secured admis- 
sion to the room where the Grand Jury 
was in session, and presented the letter 
to the foreman of the Grand Jury. 

In the letter, the Attorney General 
wrote: “I wish to have the facts pre- 
sented to the Grand Jury and an indict- 
ment and cor. viction secured.” 

The Court described the proceeding 
as “fan attempt on the part of public 
officers charged with the prosecution 
of the case to influence the jury in its 
action upon the indictment’; and 
added ‘‘the United State.. Attorney and 
his assistant are officers of the Court, 
holding quasi-judicial positions. It is 
their recognized duty, not only to pros- 
ecute the guilty, but also to protect the 
innocent, and any statement made by 
them as to the guilt or innocence of a 
defendant on trial. has considerable 
weight with the jury.” “How much 
greater influence,’’ the Court added, 
“would a written memorandum from 
the Attorney General of the United 
States have upon the members of the 
Grand Jury, when in that memoran- 
dum he asks that an indictment and 
conviction be secured! Mrs. Wille- 
brandt, in presenting this letter to the 
foreman of the Grand Jury so that it 
might be later read to the Grand Jury, 
did an act so prejudicial to the rights 
of these defendants as to make it 
necessary to quash the indictmént.” 

These things and almost innumerable 
other violations of the ‘“‘characteristic 
rights of freemen’”’ are beginning to 
“arouse. the country,’”’ but not just in 
the way in which the Anti-Saloon 
League and their allies would’ like to 
see the country aroused.

Drs. Marden and Rich Tell

The third, Professor 
Richard Willstatter of Munich, called 
the greatest organic chemist by offi-

Plans for a series of nd national 
meetings during the next -two years 
were announced. The Fall meeting of 
the society this year will be held in 
Detroit on Sept. 5. The Spring meeting 
of 1928 will be held in St. Louis; the 
Fall meeting of that year in Boston. 
The Spring meeting of 1929 goes to 
Columbus, Ohio, where the national 
chemistry symposium will be held in 
December of this year. One of the 
most important chemistry gatherings 
of 1927 will be the intersection meeting 
of the Middle West States at Chicago 
on May 27 and 28. 

The addition of a new metal vana- 
dium, to the world’s resources was an- 
nounced today by J. W. Marden and 
M. N. Rich, research scientists of the 
Westinghouse Lamp Company, Bloom- 
field, N. 

Vanadium has been known in its 
compounds for a long time, according 
to Drs. Marden and Rich, but in spite 
of a century of effort on the part of 
chemists, no one has previously been 
able to produce it in its pure form. 

‘The method employed by the authors 
is to heat a mixture of vanadic oxide, 
metallic calcium, and calcium chloride 
in an electric furnace for an hour at 
a temperature of 900 degrees centi- 
grade. After cooling and stirring the 
resulting mass in cold water, metallic 
capa is obtained in the form of

12.—Dr. Francis Cuyler Van Dyck, pro- 
fessor emeritus of physics at Rutgers 


associated for sixty years, died last 
night at his home, 25 Grant Avenue, 
Highland Park, at the age of 82. He 
had been ill for the last month and a 
throat affection added critical com- 
plications ten days ago. 

He is survived by his widow, formerly 
Sarah Van Nuis, and two sons, Wil- 
lam Van Bergen Van Dyck of Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, and Pierre Van Dyck 
of Palmerton, Pa.

Dr. Van Dyck was born in Coxsackie,

ing there as an instructor in physics. 
He remained continuously an active 
member of the Faculty until his re- 
tirement in June, 1917, an association 
covering more than half a century.

Bethel before he retired. Dr. Gehring 
is now 70 years old. 

The Board of ‘I'rustees of the Insti- 
tute has long wished to honor a mem- 
ber of the profession whose services 
have been unique, and it decided upon 
Dr. Gehring not only because of his 
pioneering work in the field of neurol- 
ogy but because he-had actually sal- 
vaged for the medical profession many 
of its most illustrious surgeons and 
medical experts after their nerves had 
been shattered by their strenuous ac- 
tivities. Not only doctors, but Cabinet 
members, lawyers, business men, au- 
thors and other prominent patients 
who had suffered from nervous ex- 
haustion, were restored to health by 
Dr. Gehring at Bethel, who treated all 
his patients as guests. 

To Equip a Ward Floor. 


The $200,000 gitt will be used for a 
complete ward floor, fully equipped, in 
the new building of the institute. The 
floor will be dedicated in honor of Dr. 
Gehring. 

“This. gift,’””’ says an announcement 
by the Joint Administrative Board of 
the Medical Centre, ‘‘duplicates the 
gift of $200,000 by J. Pierpont Morgan, 
which was announced two weeks ago.

Suicidal and He Prefers

AGRICULTURE THE ISSUE 





Former Secretary: Favors Price-Fix- 
ing and Fears Farmers Will Be 
Reduced to Peasantry.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa, April 12. — 
Edwin T. Meredith of Des Moines, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in the Cabinet of 
President Wilson, who came. here to- 
day to address the Chamber of Com- 
merce, let it be known in an interview 
that he opposed Governor Smith of 
New York for President and favored 
first, William G. McAdoo and second, 
Atlee Pomerene of Ohio. 

Mr. Meredith said, discussing poli- 
tics: 

“The Democratic party’’ will not be 
wet in the next Presidential campaign. 
It would be suicidal to be anything but 
dry. The nominee will be dry and 
progressive. He will be one acceptable 
to both North and South, with strong 
support from the agricultural West. 

“No candidate can be on the square 
who comes out on a platform of modi- 
fication of the prohibition laws. He 
must say he is for the prohibition 
amendment or against it.”’ 

Earlier in the day Mr. Meredith told 
an interviewer at Iowa City that if 
President Coolidge entered. the Presi- 
dential race he would be defeated. He 
declared there that not prohibition but 
agriculture would be the issue. Dis- 
cussing the farm problem Mr. Mere- 
dith said: 

“The best solution is a price-fixing 
commission, which by regulating sup- 
ply and demand will guarantee to the 
farmer a demand for his products at a 
price that will enable him to maintain 
a decent standard of living. It is 
logical to believe that if we do not put 
agriculture on a business basis we can 
look forward soon to peasantry on the 
farm 

“To stabilize production, the farmer 
must be assured at planting time how 
much he will get for his product at 
harvest time. This should be done by 
a commission which would take into 
account how much a farmer should 
get in order to have a decent standard 
of living as well as what the demand 
would be at the given price. Why 
should we guarantee the farmer his 


prices? Because agriculture is. funda- 
mental.”’ 
Mr. Meredith said he. opposed the 


McNary-Haugen Relief Bill, but was 
disappointed that the President vetoed 
it, because it established a Farm Re- 
lief Board, which he thought a good 
thing. 


BAR WANTS NEW SITE 
FOR FEDERAL BUILDING 


Association’s Resolation Bases 
Plea on Increased Work of 
United States Courts. 





The New York City Bar Association 
adopted a resolution advocating the 
immediate exchange of the site now 
occupied by the downtown Postoffice 
and Federal Court Building in City 
Hall Park for a new site for both the 
court and postoffice at its monthly 
meeting last night, held at the asso- 
ciation’s building, 42 West Forty- 
fourth Street. 

The resolution stressed the increased 
burden of work in the Federal courts 
as a reason for expediting the build- 
ing of a new court house. It also 
said that no substantial progress has 
been made in five years, since the 
late President Harding appointed a 
committee to take up the question.

FARM COMPROMISE 


Senator Decides’ on ‘tists Relief 
Bill for Next Congress After 
Conference With Coolidge.

Gwing to the sharp divisions over 
the so-called equalization fee, which 
the Farm Bloc has regarded as es- 
sential, Mr. McNary is not entirely 
sanguine that it will be practicable to 
effect a. compromise that would win 
the endorsement of the Administration 
and at the same time enlist the sup- 
port of Senators and Representatives 
from. the Middle West. 

Nevertheless, for the sake of party 
harmony and with a view to paying 
the way for the elimination of this 
subject as an issue in the campaign 
of 1928, if possible, he has decided to 
make the effort 

He will leave for the West tomorrow 
and begin a series of conferences in 
this relation at Chicago on Thursday, 
when he plans to meet President Sam 
H. Thompson and other officials of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. 


McNary Promises Strong Effort. 


“It is true that I have set my hand 
to the task of drawing a compromise 
bill on agriculture,” said Senator Mc- 
nary tonight. ‘“‘A determined effort 
will be made at the December session 
of Congress to pass legislation of this 
character. 

“If. we are. to succeed we must 
present a measure that will meet with 
the approval of President Coolidge. 

“I am working in this direction with 
a number of men who feel as I do 
that something must be done shortly 
to solve the great economic problem 
that is presented by depressed agricul- 
ture. Whether we will succeed re- 
mains to be determined.’”’ 

Chairman Butler of the Republican 
National Committee also started West 
today to look into the farm situation. 
Before his departure he conferred with 
Senator McNary and they plan to meet 
again ten days hence in Portland, Ore., 
when they will check up on results. 

Senator McNary has not progressed 
far enough in his labors to indicate 
even in a general way along what lines 
he intends to proceed in drawing a 
compromise Farm Relief bill. He has 
in mind the bitter opposition to the 
equalization fee voiced by Administra- 
tion leaders and the tenacity with 
which the Farm Bloc clung to that 
proposal.

While Senator McNary has under- 
taken to compromise the agricultural 
problem, other members of the Farm 
Bloc, notably Senator Arthur Capper of 
Kansas, are proceeding on the theory 
that the McNary-Haugen bill, as 
vetoed, will be reintroduced in Decem- 
ber and another fight made to put it 
into the form of law. A prediction to 
that effect was made by Senator Cap- 
per, speaking before commercial! bodies 
at Wichita, Kan., last night. 

It is believed here that Mr. McNary 
has Administration approval in the at- 
tempt he is about to make to devise 
a farm plan that will be accepted in 
a spirit of compromise by a majority 
of the Republicans in Congress. 

Administration officials would like 
to see a farm bill passed at the De- 
cember session that would in some de- 
gree repair the political damage to 
the party that they believe was in- 
flicted by the veto of the McNary- 
Haugen plan. 


GOV. HAMMILL FOR LOWDEN. 


Announces Support and Declines to 
Seek Vice Presidency.

REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 
GUESTS OF COOLIDGE 


Many Favoring His Re-election 
Have Breakfast Before Chair- 
man Butler Starts West. 


WILLIS: PREDICTS VICTORY 





Senator Says Coolidge and Dawes 
Will Win Over Smith and 
Donahey In 1928.

WASHIN,..--N,. April 12.—National 
Republican politics today took on new 
interest with the breakfast given by 
President Coolidge to Republican lead- 
ers and. advisers and the departure of 
William M. Butler, Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, on his 
trip. West to weigh political conditions 
and perfect the party organization. 

The breakfast at 15 du Pont Circle, 
the President’s temporary residence, 
was called a purely social event, but 
it brought together most of the Re- 
publican leaders who have been say- 
ing things in favor of the renomina- 
tion of President Coolidge and assert- 
ing that he is the only man who could 


defeat Governor Smith. Some of the 
others were men who are expected to 
declare for Coolidge, but not before 
they find -hat he actually is a candi- 
date. 

Those at the breakfast who have de- 
clared for Mr. Coolidge’s nomination 
were Colonel R. B. Creager, National 
Committeeman for Texas; Representa- 
tives J. T. Begg of Ohio, B. H. Snell 
of New York, Allent T. Treadway of 
Massachusetts, Theodore E. Burton of 
Ohio and Ira G. Hersey of Maine. 

The others were Chairman Butler, 
Senator Keyes of New Hampshire, 
Smoot- of Utah and Curtis of Kansas. 

Late this afternoon Chairman But- 
ler left on his westward inspection 
trip. His first stop will be at Chicago, 
whence he goes to Denver, Salt Lake 
City, Seattle, Portland and San Fran- 
cisco. His return itinerary has not 
been arranged. He will be away about 
a month, perhaps longer. 

Some leaders predict that President 
Coolidge will remain silent as to his 
1928 course until after his return from 
his Summer vacation. 

Senator Willis of Ohio, who said he 
had visited many States, including the 
corn. belt section, took encouraging re- 
ports to the White House about the 
political situation. 

Senator Willis predicted that «Mr. 
Coolidge and General Dawes would be 
the Republican ticket in 1928. The 
Democratic ticket, he said, would be 
Smith and Governor Donahey of Ohio, 
and the epublicans would sweep Ohio 
by a majority of 250,000. 

Some one had told him, he said, ghat 
the Democrats will also declare for law 
enforcement, and, like the Republi- 
cans, omit any reference to the Vol- 
stead law. 

“That would make the gods on Mt. 
Olympus laugh to have Al Smith, a 
dripping wet, on such a ticket,” he 
said, “and I also. predict that any 
party which actually favors repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment will go 
out of existence temporarily and re- 
main dead for twenty years.’’

Charging that John D. Rockefeller’s 
application for a bill of particulars 
in the suit brought by Thomas J.

Prisoner Says to Officers, “You

DETROIT, Mich., April. 12. —Dr. 
Frank R. Loomis, a well known physi- 
cian, was re-arrested this afternoon in 
his office on a warrant charging him 
with the murder of his wife, Grace, 
aged 32, on the evening of Feb. 22 in 
their home on Marlowe Avenue. 

Mrs. Gertrude Newe", alias Gertrude 
Brown, a divorcee; her former hus- 
band, Ritter Tfewell, with whom she 
had been living, and Mrs. William S. 
Fraser, tenant of the house in which 
they all roomed, were taken into cus- 
tody as material witnesses. The po- 
lice and prosecutor will seek to prove 
the divorcee was the ‘“‘motive’’ for the 
slaying of Mrs. Loomis. 

“Have you a warractty?” the physi- 
cian asked the detectives who arrested 
him. Receiving an affirmative an- 
swer, he is reported to have said: 

“You should have done this long 
ago.”’ 

He declined to elaborate on this ob- 
servation and what it implied was not 
made clear. 

Loomis will be arraigned tomorrow 
before Judge Arthur W. Kilpatrick on 
a charge of first-degree murder. 

Dr. Loomis was attending a patient 
when the officers arrived. He re- 
quested a few minutes in which to ar- 
range for the care of his office, which 
he turned over to a fellow physician 
who occupies an adjoining suit. Be- 
yond disciaiming, as before, any knowl- 
edge of how or by whom his wife was 
slain in the sun parlor of their home, 
Loomis declined to talk. 

Mrs. Newell was questioned by the 
police while Loomis was in custody in 
February, but the latter’s statement 
that he had been with her but twice 
since their introduction last November 
and that she was a “respectable mar- 
ried woman whose life would be 
wrecked if she became involved in the 
case’ was accepted. 

However, the investigation continued 
after Dr. Loomis was released on a 
writ of habeas corpus, revealing, ac- 
cording to the police, that Loomis 
escorted Mrs. Newell to drinking places 
not less than a dozen times before the 
murder of the doctor’s wife. 

The alleged ‘‘woman in the case” is 
a slight, rather attractive person, ap- 
parently well on the sunny side of 30. 
At the request of newspaper men, a 
police matron brought her out from 
the cell block Tuesday afternoon. 
When asked to pose for photographers 
she whipped about and ran back to her 
cell, saying: “Not much.” 

Loomis has contended from the out- 
set that he was out for a stroll for 
about an hour the evening of the mur 
der and that when he returned he 
found his wife murdered. She had 
been clubbed to death: .

ASKS LABOR RELIEF 


FROM SHERMAN ACT 


Green Indicates That Congress 
Will Be Urged to Exempt Unions 
From Anti-Trust Law. © — 








ASSAILS HIGH COURT RULING 





A. F. of L. ‘Head Upholds Right of 
Workers to Withhold Service 
to Imorove Conditions,

WASHINGTON,. April . 12.—Legisla- 
tion exemipting trade unions from: the 
operations of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
act, which applies to organized labor 
as. well as, to commercial and indus- 
trial bodies, according to’ yesterday’s 
opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court: in the stonecutters’ case, ‘will be 
sought at.the hands: of Congress, 
President William. Green of . the 
American Federation. of . Labor. indi- 
cated, today in a statement comment- 
ing upon. the effect of the judgment 
of the Court. 

“The membership of. . organized 
labor,’’ Mr. Green said, ‘“‘cannot recon- 
cile their point of view with that held 
by a majority of the members of the 
Supreme Court, as announced in the 
decision rendered in the case of the 
Bea2ford Cut Stone Company- against 


the Journeymen Stone Cutters’ ‘Asso- 
ciation. 

“This decision involves the exercise 
of the right of workers to réfuse to 
perform service under conditions which 
they believe to be objectionable, de- 
grading and harmful to them. The 
right of the individual to give or with- 
hold service is an inherent right. 

“For self-protection and mutual help- 
fulness the individual worker believes 
that he may exercise this right’ singly 
or in cooperation ‘with his fellow work- 
ers. 

“Labor believes that it is a settled 
principle in law that working. men 
may do this as a matter of self pro- 
tection against a combination of pow- 
erful corporations and powerful em- 
ployers. ‘ 

“In this particular case of the Bed- 
ford Cut Stone Company, ‘et al, there 
was no charge made that working 
men were boycotting, breaching con- 
tract, resorting to violence, intimida- 
tion or coercion, nor was it charged 
that the members of the Stone’ Cutters 
Union sought to prevent .other men 
from performing the work required 
by the Bedford Cut Stone Company. 

“Inasmuch as it is held that. labor 
organizations are lawful, the member- 
ship of these organizations believe they 
have a legal right to, seek to increase 
wages and improve conditions. of em- 
ployment through a refusal to give ser- 
vice. The opinion and judgment of or- 
ganized labor regarding the merits in- 
volved in this case are most: conyinc- 
ingly set forth in the dissenting opin- 
ion of Justice Brandeis and Justice 
Holmes.

HALT FOREST FIRES; 





Fighters Control Blazes After 
60 Square Miles Are Swept 
in Central Long Island. 





MUCH DAMAGE IN EASTPORT 





Radio Station and the Amawalk 
Nurserles Saved—Many Families 
Flee Homes.

RIVERHEAD, L. I. April 12.—St. 
Patrick’s Roman Catholic Church at 
East Hauppauge, a small village near 
Smithtown, in the middle of Long Is- 
land, was destroyed early this morning’ 
by one of the three forest fires which 
have been sweeping large sections of 
Suffolk County since yesterday morn- 
ing. A burning ember was carried 
from the blazing woodland to the shin- 
gled roof of the frame church building, 
which became a mass of flames in a 
few minutes. 
The church was a small one, with a 
small congregation, but it was one of 
the oldest Catholic buildings in Long 
Island and was an old landmark. The 
parish was established ninety years 
ago, and the church was built fifty- 
two years ago. : 


Radio Station Threatened. 


Another fire, which started near 
Smithtown, threatened the buildings of 
the Rocky Point station of the Radio 
Corporation of America.. Fanned by a 
strong southwest wind, dry leaves, un- 
derbrush and scrub oaks burned in the 


direction of the radio station several 
times, but in each case volunteer fire 
fighters stopped th* progress of the 
flames. <A third fire raged all day 
around Deer Park, Wyandach and 
Pine Lawn, and nearly reached the 
Jericho Turnpike at one time. 

Clarence E. Dare of Selden, District 
Fire Ranger for Suffolk County, an- 
nounced tonight that all the fires 
were under control. They had burned 
over an area of about ten square miles 
today, in addition to fifty square miles 
destroyed yesterday. Thousands of 
acres of valuable timber were burned, 
and innumerable deer, pheasants, 
quail, foxes, rabbits and other animals. 


Worst. Fire Caused by Boy. 


The most damaging fire, discovered 
near Middle Island about 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, which caused the 
destruction of the church, was caused, 
according to Dare, by a small boy who 


built a fire at Artist Lake. The fire 
got beyond his control and spread rap- 
idly because of the dryness of the 
vegetation and the thick covering of 
dry leaves on the ground, left from 
last Autumn. 

The fire did much damage near East 
Moriches-and Eastport, on the south 
shore, before it changed direction. 
Then it menaced Yaphank and Manor- 
ville from the south, after these vil- 
lages had been threatened yesterday 
from the north. Heroic efforts by vol- 
unteer fire fighters kept the flames 
from reaching the two places, and 
saved outlying houses, but tonight 
both towns are almost completely en- 
circled by burned patches of ground. 
Much territory around Northport, on 
the north shore, was devastated by the 
Smithtown fire , which was carried 
toward the Sound by the strong wind. 
Several persons were driven from their 
homes by flames which were finally 
turned back just in time to save the 
houses from destructior. Fire Depart- 
ments of Northport, Smithtown, Kings 
Park, Huntington and other places 
were called out. The greatest damage 
was done near Greenlawn, Commack 
and Kings Park. 

Hundreds of volunteer fire fighters, 
in additic- to game wardens, fire war- 
dens, fire patr~Imen and village Fire 
Departments, have been fighting the 
flames for thirty-six hours, many per- 
sons having worked all last night with- 
out sleep. Many are remaining at 


unteers hav> taken the places of those 
too weary to continue. 


Protests From Sport Clubs. 


Forest fires are a common thing in 
Suffolk County when the vegetation is 
dry from lack of rain, but these had 
been the worst in years. They have 
aroused many protests against the fail- 
ure of the State Conservation Commis- 
sion at Albany to provide adequat 
means of fire prevention and control. 


President of the Long Island Associa- 
tion of Sportsmen’s Clubs, comprising 
thirty-six organiaztions and 4,500 mem- 
bers, said that more State fire wardens 
and fire patrolmen were needed. He 
said the sportsmen’s clubs were get- 
ting tired of re-stocking game pre- 
serves with deer, pheasants, quail, rab- 
bits and other game after fires that 
could have been prevented by proper 
precautions against the spread of 
flames, and that they intended to make 
a formal protest to the State. 





Nurseries Escape Fire. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 
YORKTOWN, N. Y., April 12.—Four 
hundred men of the Fire Departments 
of this town, Mohigan, Mount Kisco, 
Baldwin Place and Katonah and 125 
foresters of the Amawalk Nurseries 
fought a forest fire here from 11 A. M. 
today and had it under control tonight 
after it had burned over 4,000 acres of 
hickory and oak. Fifty homes were 
threatened and at one time the flames 
lapped close to the Amawalk Nurseries, 
in which 1,500,000 trees are nurtured. 
The homes and the nurseries were 
saved, however. 





NEWTON, N. J., April 12 (4).—Forest 
fires last night and today destroyed 
approximately 100 acres of valuable 
timber lands near Swartswood Lake 
and Bridgeville. The ‘re at Swarts- 
wood Lake was checked as it was 
spreading toward buildings on the 
farm of Joseph Marchiso. 





200 Brush Fires in New England. 

BOSTON, April 12 (4.—The serious- 
ness of the forest fire situation in New 
England became apparent today when 
reports reached the State Department 
of Conservation of 200 fires in widely 
separated sections of Massachusetts 
alone in the last few days. Other 
States contributed their quota. 

One result may be a postponement of 
the opening of the trout fishing sea- 
son. In view of the increasing menace, 
William A. L. Bazeley, Conservation 
Commissioner, said today that unless 
heavy rain came within two days he 
might ask the Governor to exercise his 
authority under a recent statute to 
close the woods to all persons. The 
season opens on April 15,

FLEET CORPORATION 
~~ HAS BIG SHAKE-UP 
Reorganization “Is Begun With 
Appointment of E. A, Kelly as 
Director of Operations. 








Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Reorgan- 
ization of the Merchant Fleet Corpora- 
tion, a step which has been long pend- 
ing, was begun today with the ap- 
proval by the Shipping Board of the 
appointment of HB. A. Kelly of New 
York as a director of operations, suc- 
ceeding James A. Wilson, who may re- 
main with the corporation in some 
other capacity. 

General A. C. Dalton, President of 
the corporation, disclosed plans for 
consolidating several activities under 
the office of operations by which 
money would be saved and personnel 
reduced, and for complete revision of 
the Fleet  Corporation’s ‘set-up’ 
abroad, especially its offices in Europe 
and South America. He made known 


the issuance yesterday of ‘‘General Or- 
der 162,”’ defining the duties of district 
directors in the United States, the pur- 
pose being improvement of the ship- 
ping service all along the line. 

Similar orders will be issued for Eu- 
rope, the Orient and South America 
when the reorganization becomes fully 
effective. At least four directors will 
be established in Europe, with dis- 
tricts to be created to fit geographical 
and other conditions. 

J. Harry Philbin, Vice President of 
the Fleet Corporation, will no longer 
be Director of the Fleet Control De- 
partment, which is being consolidated 
with operations under Mr. Kelly, who 
will assume his new duties April 19. 
Mr. Philbin will remain a Vice Presi- 
dent, but his future duties have not 
been outlined publicly. 

President Dalton added the shake-up 
contemplated placing the Division of 
Ship Sales in the executive branch of 
the Fleet Corporation as a function 
directly under himself. Under the con- 
solidiation Mr. Kelly will have in the 
Department of Operations all the ac- 
tivities not only of the active but of 
the reserve fleet, including all person- 
nell, all maintenance and repair activ- 
ities of the entire fleet, as well as all 
docks, wharves and terminals. 
General Dalton said this would make 
possible a ‘‘great saving,’’ amounting 
to at least 10 per cent. by July 1. The 
active fleet includes 300 vessels and 
the inactive, or reserve, 500 others. 
Mr. Philbin had charge of the Fleet 
Control Department, in which was the 
inactive fleet, separate from the con- 
trol exercised over the active ships. 
The cost of the fleet control branch 
has been $3,000,000 a year. It has had 
1,500 employes. 


SACASA TROOPS ROUTED. 


Admiral Latimer Reports Conserva- 
tive Victory in Nicaragua. 
WASHINGTON, April 12 (#).—Com- 
plete rout of Nicaraguan Liberal forces 
by Conservatives in the Cerro Caballa 
region was reported to the Navy De- 
partment today by Rear Admiral 
Latimer, commanding the American 
naval forces in Nicaragua. 
Surrounded by President Diaz’s 
troops after defeats at Tierra Azul and 
Muy Muy, the Liberals were reported 
to have broken through the Conserva- 
tive lines in retreat, leaving the last 
of their field artillery behind. Large 
amounts of ammunition and arms also 
were lost, the dispatch says. 
Admiral Latimer ‘said unverified re- 
ports were that the Liberals under 
General Moncada were badly disor- 
ganized and under close pursuit by 
Government troops. 
Another dispatch related that a 
mounted Liberal band of about twenty 
had crossed the railroad near Posolo- 
teca yesterday to attack a smaller 
number of Sonservatives, but had fled 
at the approach of an American 
Marine patrol. The message gave no 
further details. 


HER FAREWELL CONCERT. 


Mme. Plevitzkaia, Russian Singer, 
Heard by Large Audience. 
Mme. Nadiejda Plevitzkaia, Russian 
singer of the folk-songs of her country, 
gave last night in Town Hall her fare- 
well recital of the season, assisted by 
Basile Kibalchich’s Russian Symphonic 
Choir of twenty-two men and women. 
A large and demonstrative audience, 


composed mostly of the singer’s com- 
patriots, applauded her enthusiastical- 
ly. Her art is that of the diseuse 
rather than the singer, and she has 
much of the infectious gayety, as well 
a. ne tragic power, of Yvette Guil- 
ert. 

She was a picturesque figure in her 
brilliant Russian costumes, appearing 
in the first part of the program in 
flowing draperies and jeweled head- 
dress and later in the short skirts of 
the Russian peasant. While most of 
her songs gave scope to her inimitable 
drollery and robust humor, there were 
others that gave opportunity for pathos 
and poignant dramatic effect. Her 
well-known “Powder and Paint’”’ song, 
arranged for her by Sergei Rachman- 
inoff, who was in the audience, was 
among the numbers of her second 
group.

New Application Blank of 
Casualty Companies. 








DESIGNED TO STOP LOSSES 





Almed at Persons Who Return 
Policies After Being Covered 
Without Paying Premium. 





Supreme Court Justice Bijur handed 
down a decision yesterday holding 
that ,the new insurance application 
blank prepared by the casualty in- 
surance companies, under which li- 
censed. brokers are required to be- 
come responsible for the premiums 
due under the applications with cer- 
tain exceptions, is not a legal regula- 
tion and not within the power of the 
casualty companies to promulgate, be- 
cause it is in violation of the State 
Insurance law regulating rate-making. 
The ruling was made in the case of 


an affidavit submitted to Justice 
Bijur several months ago. 

When the case was argued State 
Insurance Superintendent Beha said 
he had approved the proposed regu- 
lation and believed it would reduce 
the rate of insurance. The regulation 
was said to be necessary to prevent 
a heavy loss to the casualty compa- 
nies because of the practice of cer- 
tain applicants for insurance who 
would take out a policy, be covered 
by it several months, and then re- 
turn it without paying a premium, 
and then obtain a similar policy from 
another company and pursue the same 
course, 

The test case was brougnt by 
Stephens & Co., insurance brokers, 
against Albert W. Whitney as man- 
ager of the Central Bureau, organized 
by the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters to contrive 
a plan to prevent the loss due to re- 
turned and canceled policies on which 
premiums were unpaid. In behalf of 
the insurance companies it was argued 
that the brokers would not suffer if 
they presented honest applications for 
insurance and that they would be re- 
quired only to assure themselves that 
their customers intended to pay for the 
policies. 

In his opinion yesterday Justice 
Bijur said the Insurance law permits 
insurance companies to establish rate- 
making associations and that the de- 
fendant bureau was formed last Fall 
as a result of several years’ study of 
the canceled policy problem. The new 
application blank provided that it 
would be accepted only upon compli- 
ance with the rules printed on the re- 
verse side. The chief condition im- 
posed was that the broker become “‘re- 
sponsible for the payment of earned 
premiums from the date of the insur- 
ance’ unless the order be signed by 
the applicant or accompanied by his 
written authority or the policy be re- 
turned as not taken within ten days, 
or in case the applicant was adjudged 
bankrupt or he ory thy the insurance 
in writing, or paid his first premium, 
or made a loss claim under the policy. 

Justice Bijur said the chief conten- 
tion of the plaintiff was that under 
Section 141 of the Insurance law no 
rate making organization may refuse 
to do business with licensed brokers 
who agreed to adhere to the rules of 
the organization. 

The plaintiff and other brokers in- 
terested in the test contended that the 
rules imposed were either forbidden or 
unauthorized by law, and that the 
bureau was not a rate making organ- 
ization. Justice Bijur held that it was 
such a body. He said further: 

“As the law stands, without the rule 
it is the insurer who incurs no damage 
whether the broker be authorized or 
not, because in the former case the in- 
surer can recover from the principal as 
such, and in the latter from the broker 
by way of waranty of agency. The 
defendant claims that in this situation 
it is subject to abuses and loss of 
premiums, a claim which can be ex- 
plained only on the theory that com- 
panies are unwilling to prosecute their 
just claims, or perhaps unable, for 
sone unexplained reason, to recover 
thereon. The effect of this ‘rule’ is to 
place the burden of such collection, 
thus presumed to be unfeasible or im- 
possible, upon the broker, at least in 
every case where his authorization is 
not in writing.”

Lloyd C. Griscom, former United 
States Ambassador to Italy and to 
Japan and a liaison officers on the 
staff of General Pershing durisg the 
War, was revealed iast night as co- 
author of a play that is now in re- 
hearsal. ‘Colonel Griscom, who has 
held many diplomatic posts and has 
likewise been active in Republican pol- 
itics in New York State, is a member 
of the law firm of Beekman, Menken 
& Griscom of 52 William Street. ‘I'he 
forthcoming play represents his first 
attempt at authorship. 

The play in question is entitled 
“Tenth Avenue,’”’ and is described by 
its producers as *‘a drama of impulse.”’ 
Colonel Griscom’s collaborator is Jack 
McGowan, a former musical comed, 
actor, whose first play was produced 
here last year. Mr. McGowan said last 
night that the play had been written 
during the Winter at Colonel Gris- 
cem’s home in Florida. 

Recounting the chain of events that 
led to the cellaboration, Mr. McGowan 
gaid that Colonel Griscom had met 
Colonel Karle Boothe, an actor and 
producer, while in France during the 
war and that Colonel Boothe, in turn, 
brought Colonel Griscom and himself 
together about a year ago. ‘The play 
on which the two have collaborated, 
a drama of the underworld, grew out 
of an idea suggested by Colonel Gris- 
com. 

The Griscom-McGowan play will open 
in Detroit on Sunday night, May 1, and 
will go from there to Chicago before 
it is seen in New York. Its cast will 
inclyde William Boyd, who played Ser- 
geant Quirt in ‘‘What Price Glory’’; 
Louis Calhern, at present appearing 
here in “Savages Under the Skin’’; 
Edna Hibbard, now concluding her 
season in ‘‘Gentlemen Prefer Blondes,” 
and Roy Gordon. The play is being 
produced by Lester Bryant, Charles 
Conrad and Edward L. Barbour, a new 
producing group who recently spon- 
sored ‘‘Fog”’ at the National Theatre 
and have also become the lessees of 
the Eltinge Theatre. 

Another lawyer who is now turning 
to playwriting is James N. Rosenberg, 
whose first play, ‘‘Wall Street,” will 
be produced at the Hudson Theatre on 
Wednesday night of next week. Mr. 
Rosenberg, who has been counsel in 
numerous Wall Street bankruptcies 
and reorganizations, was recently ap- 
pointed counsel for the trustees in the 
bankruptcy of G. L. Miller & Co. His 
play, which is being produced by The 
Stagers, of which Edward Goodman is 
the directing head, contains several 
scenes laid on the floor of the Stock 
Exchange.

After skipping around town from one 
miniature theatre’to another the am- 
bitious' Lenox Hill Players have 
dropped into Grove Street with a re- 
vival of Githa Sowerby’s ‘‘Rutherford 
and Son,” performed last evening 
earnestly. According to their program 
this year marks the tenth season of 
their con amore organization and their 
fortieth production... Undismayed by 
the snobbery and indifference of shal- 
low-minded playgoers, these amateurs 
—who are engaged in‘less glamourous 
labors by day—go on evening after 
evening, rehearsing, scraping together 
the--necessary equipment; --soliciting 
support—always choosing good plays. 


During the past two seasons they have 
acted the ‘‘Cenci,” *John Ferguson,” 
“The Liar” and a blank verse tragedy 
known euphemistically in the news- 
papers as “'Tis Pity.” They offer 
“Rutherford and Son’’ as ‘‘one more 
proof of their disdain for the obstacles 
with which all art ventures are con- 
fronted and further evidence of their 
aloofness from plays of commercial 
judciousness,”’ to quote their senten- 
tious broadside. Like true novices they 
have taken holy orders. Let Mammon 
look elsewhere for his prey. 

Their present labor is a grim, sombre 
drama of industrialism in the North 
of England, of a hard man’s devotion 
to his factory and the sacrifices he de- 
mands of his family for his enterprise. 
Rutherford’s as an industrial institu- 
tion has become omnipotent in the 
Rutherford household. Neither filial 
love nor personal happiness can stand 
in the way of this huge, impersonal 
machine. Although John Rutherford 
is a ‘“‘just’’ man, he is not above steal- 
ing his son’s invention when the ex- 
igencies of Rutherford’s require it. 
Miss Sowerby’s unrelenting drama is 
as dark as the smoke from factory 
chimneys; it sputters with hatred and 
it bristles with suspicion and distrust. 
Her Northern Englishmen are as bleak 
as the sunless working days when the 
smoke-laden fog curls through every 
keyhole and crevice. Compactly writ- 
ten, well knit and well expressed, 
“Rutherford and Son’’ carries a full 
load of desolate meaning. 

When it was first produced in Eng- 
land more than fifteen years ago 
(Miss Sowerly was only twenty years 
old) it was enthusiastically applauded 
as courageous and discerning drama. 
Mr. Ames produced it here in 1912 be- 
fore less enthusiastic audiences. Al- 
though ‘‘Rutherford and Son” is no 
less unrelenting today, one feels that 
the industrial world has relented, and 
that the play loses force by this grad- 
ual displacement of old loyalties and 
human values, Tyrannies that must 
have seemed foreordained fifteen 
yc*rs ago seem more gratuitous now. 
For all their competency one must 
confess that the Lenox Hill Players 
are still amateurish. They speak their 
lines intelligibly, act with assurance, 
and, best of all, they understand what 
they are doing. Mr. Latzer, in particu- 
lar, plays old Rutherford with com- 
plete-authority. What these players 
lack is what most amateurs miss: the 
final gift to throw a play into per- 
spective with light, shadows and re- 
siliency in the texture of their per- 
formance. In commending them warm- 
ly as amateurs one would not imply 
that their current performance is as 
distinguished as their play.

Now at that moment the spectators 
are well aware that Sally is leaving 
the Sea Foam Club, just about the. 
time that Bob is speculating as to 
whether he has enough money ‘to ride 
in a taxicab. Hence when Bob arrives 
at the exclusive organization, where 
they make too much noise for a deaf 
woman, he is informed that the party 
to which. Sally lent her presence has 
left for a houseboat. Again the spec- 
tator knows that Bob is on the wrong 
tack; for that rascal, Tom Mannion, 
has craftily arranged to. take ‘Sally 
aboard his own houseboat, and more-. 
over, in the storm the craft has broken 
away from its moorings. 

But no hero is worth his salt if he 
can’t find a houseboat on Long Island 
Sound on just such a night as that is. 
Other men tell Bob that if they are 
going to be drowned it will be in a 
bath tub and not in the Sound, but 
fearless.Bob leaps into the fast motor 
launch and steers for Tom Mannion’s 
houseboat, or where it ought to be. He 
discovers what has happened, but soon 
finds the bootlegger’s helpless water 
mansion. No time is lost by Bob in 
climbing aboard, but no sooner does 
he set foot on the slippery deck than 
he is attacked by Mannion, who had 
tried to embrace Sally. But all’s well 
that ends well, even though Sally and 
Bob are drench ed. 

In the Sea Foam Club there is a 
character known only as the Man 
About Town. He is of that type who 
may be offensive in ordinary social 
circles, but he never neglects his 
cigar. It is in his mouth while-he is 
riding in an automobile and also dur- 
ing dinner. He is first perceived in 
evening clothes, but the instant he 
boards his houseboat he reverts to 
type by appearing as a bartender. 

The sole redeeming feature about 
this photoplay is the presence of May 
McAvoy in the réle of Sally. She is 
pretty, but appears to be somewhat 
startled at the happenings in this 
story. 

Vincent Lopez and his orchestra are 
to be. seen and heard in shadow form 
throughout the medium of the Vita- 
phone. Giovanni Martinelli and Jeanne 
Gordon are also featured in a Vita- 
phone rendition of a scene from the 
second act of ‘‘Carmen.”’

ACTS ARE RUN OFF ON HIGH. 





Much Doing Below, Too—Pyramid 
of Elephants, for Example, Not to 
Mention Juggling Sea Lions. 





The circus came into its own yester- 
day sfternoon at the new Madison 
Square Garden, with everything in or- 
der from the gigantic elephant act to 
the last small phrase in the inpeccable 
Barnumese of the printed program. 
The freaks were there, and so were the 
peanuts. And by the time the opening 
pageant was well under way precisely 
one-half the office boys in New York 
City, whose grandfathers died yester- 
day, were seated about the top tier. 
The. other half went to the Yankee 
Stadium to see Babe Ruth. 

Thrilling stunts and spectacles came 
with the velocity of hail in a March 
storm. The opening pageant gave place 
to a march of the freaks, with fat 
men, tall men, skinny men and short 
men urging bird girls, human knots, 
sword swallowers and the two visitors 
from Mars around the hippodrome 
track, 

Almost before the eyes of the audi- 
ence had adjusted themselves to the 
ganglia of oddities, the elephants 


lumbered out. As usual they had for- 
gotten t have the bag removed from 
their knees. Under the proddingsof 
the world’s master elephant trainer, 
George Denman, the pachyderms jug- 
gled, balanced, dipped and swayed. 
The elephant act culminated in a tow- 
ering pyramid of thirty-two beasts. 
Because the pipes given over to the 
making of ice at the Garden are be- 
low the centre ring, this world’s 
heaviest — grouping of flesh had 
to be staged at one end, and not in 
the middle, where it deserved to be. 


Much Takes Place Above Board. 


The circus this year is an economical 
in its use of space as ever. Trapezes 
and ropes dangle everywhere. There 
are seven or more acts that involve 


gyrations, somersaults, tight wire 
walking, trapeze work and other spin- 
nings and carousels, with Alfredo Co- 
dona, the ‘Adonis of the altitudes,’’ 
putting up perhaps the most graceful 
act. He is billed as the only aerialist 
in the world who performs a triple 
somersault. During the .dress_ re- 
hearsal he took a spill into the net; 
yesterday he went through all his 
motions without a mishap, ending with 
a neat swan dive that ended as a 
bounce and a bow. 

Lillian Leitzel, an aerial gymnast, 
who casts her own body over her 
shoulder while hanging to a rope sev- 
enty feet from the ground, is a con- 
vert to Einstein, and the Newtonian 
laws of gravity that affect every one 
else have no standing with her. An- 
other altitude act takes place among 
the rafters, with Cliff and Joseph Cur- 
ran balancing themselves on swaying 
poles that are as pliant as rubber and 
as strong as steel. 

In the horse acts May Wirth, the 
Australian uestrienne, handles a 
broad-backed beast with the neatness 
of a débutante waving a lipstick. She 
spends half of her time on the ground, 
half on the back of her horse, and the 
rest of it somersaulting and jumping 
through the air. The Wirth family 
figures in another horse episode. 

In the realm of esthetics several 
educated sea lions emulate human jug- 
glers. There is also an equestrian 
melange, including horses, an “aviary” 
of girls, pigeons, ‘‘Zero,’’ an Alaskan 
husky, and other white dogs who 
weave in and out of the wheels of a 
coach. 


Freaks Down Below. 


Down below the Garden, while the 
main show was in progress, the freaks 
slept, drank lemonade, ambled about 
and talked. The bearded lady sat be- 
fore the giraffes and ate macaroons, 
while Jim Tarver, the Texas giant, 
cracked peanuts in huge hands. Koo 
Koo, the bird girl, cast her eyes on 
the floor in demure speculation, and 
the albinos were in all probability dis- 
cussing international politics. 

Over among the elephants Dr. Po 
Min, who has captured a thousand 
elephants in his time, was raking the 
nature fakers over the coals. It is 
not a fact, he said, that human be- 
ings clean Pahwah, the sacred white 
elephant. Pahwah cleans himself. 
With a swish of his trunk he scoops 
sand from the floor and sprays it over 
his copious pink surface. The ele- 
phant, according to Dr. Po Min, in- 
vented the modern method of sand- 
blasting buildings to scour them. 

Dr. Dexter Fellowes, who is more 
of an institution than a press agent, 
was also out gunning for nature fakers 
during the afternoon. He was feeding 
peanuts to Pahwah’s black running 
mate when someone who wished to 
pose as an authority on elephants 
sprang an old gag. 

someone, who shall be name- 
less, said with an impressive air: 

“Did you know that if you fed an 
elephant tobacco that he would re- 
member the insult for years and, if 
he met you a half century later, would 
bash in your skull?’ 

“That,”’ said Mr. Fellowes, “is a lie 
that I cannot permit to circulate un- 
challenged. As a matter of fact, 
thirty-one of our thirty-five elephants 
chew tobacco and like it.” And the 
great zoologist who travels each year 
with the circus to study animals drew 
himself up scornfully and left the ele- 
phant arena. 


Camel an ‘ayeloaniies. 


He returned to his box in time to 
witness the great combined quadru- 
pedal feature postponed for a few 
minutes because of Big Ben, the same 
balky camel who interrupted the act 
during the dress rehearsal. Big Ben 
objects to serving as a tunnel. In fact, 
he would rather pass through the eye 
of a needle than allow mere horses 
and ponies to march under his stom- 
ach. Several times he broke away 
from the two tubs upon which he was 
élevated; and each time his .trainers 
pursued him relentlessly. When he 

was finally induced to remain in posi- 
tion the act went off amid the hurrahs 
of the children, with ponies, horses| ! 
and ed untamable zebras, drill- 
ing and.posing in tableaux, all under 
the one man. The one

LONDON, April 12.—Big wireless sta- 
tions in Europe are engaged in tests 
designed to furnish details for a 
scheme to eliminate any interference 
between high-powered fransmitters. 


While most radio, ‘‘fans’’ were asleep 
the great English, German and French 
broadcasting stations have been ex- 
perimenting. 

The reshuffle of wave lengths at the 
Geneva conference clarified the ether 
as far as present stations are con- 
cerned, but. it is believed that the au- 
thorities are looking forward to the 
time when BHurope will be cluttered 
with big stations. Many have been 
built since the conference and many 
more are under construction. 

About thirty stations are now broad- 
casting practically every day on wave 
lengths varying from 1,000 to. 2,650 
meters. The two extremes represent a 
difference of only 186.7 kilocycles and 
hence arises the difficulty of filling in 
as,many stations without mutual in- 
terference,

More Doing tn Gray Goods. : 
Gray goods were fairly active in this | 
market yesterday, although the actual 
volume disposéd of was not great. In 
the printcloths spot and May business 
was done in 39-inch 80-squares at 10 
and 9% cents, respectively, and the 
same was true of 68-72s in that width 
at 8 and 7% cents. <A few lots of May 
38%-inch 64-608 were let out at 6% 
cents. Spot sales of 40-inch 2.85-yard 
sheetings were made at 10 cents, and 
there was also: trading in 36-inch 6.15s 
at'5% cents. Sales of drills for late 
April shipment included 37-inch 2.75s 
at 10% cents, 30-inch 3.25s at 8% cents 
and 37-inch 3.95s at 7% cents. Pajama 
checks were quiet, but steady on the 
asking basis of 75, cents for 72-80s. In 
the fine-yard goods some trading. took 
place in near-by 100-60 broadcloths at 
10% cents. 


Raw Furs Seasonably Active. 
Raw furs are seasonably active in 
this market, despite the high prices at 
which most of the leading articles are 
held. One of the features of current 
business is the revival of the demand 
for fisher. Another is the ‘improved 
call for cross foxes, and a third is the 
stronger position of the martens. 
Among the other furs that are moving 
well just now are silver fox, white fox, 
the better grades of red fox, beaver, 
raccoon, mink and Northern and 
Southern muskrats. Taken as a whole, 
the trade is in.fairly strong position 
in spite of the vagaries of the weather 
since the first of the year.

Fall Gingham Prices Coming. 
Although there is every indication 
that leading lines of Fall ginghams 
will be priced in the very near future, 
there were signs in the market yester- 
day that the new figures.might not 
come out this week. <A nice business 
is passing in the goods for prompt 
shipment for disposal in the special 
events to be put on by retailers during 
the forthcoming gingham week, and 
houses that ar> selling Fall goods in 
a tentative way are also doing well on 
them. In some quarters it is hinted 
that it is because of the nice business 
still being done in Spring lines that 
the Fall figures are being held off.

Record Order for Flatware. 

The largest single order for plated 
silver flatware ever recorded in the 
history of the silverware industry was 
recently placed by the J. C. Penney 
Company, whose buying offices for its 
chain of 773 stores are located in this 
city. It calls for 240,000 sets. The or- 
der, as originally placed, called for 
100,000 sets, which was itself a record, 
with an option of 140,000 additional 
sets. This option has been taken up 
by the company. It will retail the sets 
at a special price to mark the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the opening of 
the first store in Kemmerer, Wyo., 
twenty-five years ago tomorrow. .

Novelties Said to Be Overdone. 
Although in certain textile lines 
there is talk of novelties being over- 
done, retailers continue to play up this 
type of merchandise. So much is this 
the case, manufacturers say, that the 
tendency to. confine orders to the 
novelty goods in demand at the mo- 
ment is reacting to the disadvantage 
of other goods. An instance in point 
was mentioned yesterday by a hosiery 
manufacturer. The general hosiery de- 
mand is quiet, but the call for black 
heel hose is such that there is an 
actual shortage because of the limited 
production of these stockings. Mean- 
while the broad distribution of other 
types of hosiery, which ensures healthy 
market conditions for the manufac- 
turer, is lacking.

Plain Versus Fancy Shirts. 
Although broadcloth shirts continue 
to retain leadership from a volume 
standpoint, both manufacturers and 
retailers continue their efforts to in- 
crease the business in fancy patterned 
merchandise. To a_ certain extent, 
manufacturers say, this movement to 
stimulate the novelties has met with 
success. This is so in many of the 
large: cities of the East, but in other 
towns the fancies are not meeting with 
as wide favor as is liked. For one 
thing, the retailers do not like to carry 
the larger stocks which are required 
to take care of the fancies adequately. 
It is also said that many effects shown 
by the manufacturer are too violent 
and, conversely, that many designs do 
net show enough originality, but are 
carried over from season to season.

Buying of Boys’ Clothing. 
Approach of Easter has resulted in 
a good retail turnover of boys’ cloth- 
ing, according to reports in the whole- 
sale market. Reorders have been fair, 
with strong emphasis on price in most 
of the buying. The trend continues to 
suith with two pairs of knickers rather 
than long pants. This was first mani- 
fested in the East, but is now true 
also of the buying in the Middle West, 
manufacturers say. In some cases 
there is a sort. of hedging being done, 
so that orders call for one pair of 
‘longs’? and-one of knickers. It is 
expected that the Fall buying will 
stress knickers almost entirely.

Trends in Underwear Sales. 

The tendency of women to wear as 
few garments as possible has tended 
to confine the demand for women’s 
underwear to a few types and styles. 
Shirts and bloomers have fallen off gn 
demand, with most of the buying 
centring in one-piece styles, French 
panties and filmy brassieres. Sellers 
report continued buying of rayon mer- 
chandise, which is meeting with a 
good retail turnover in the popular 
price category. Notable improvements 
have been made in the rayon cloths 
used for underwear purposes. 


Clearing Siitns Ready-to-Wear. 
Coat manufacturers have begun 
marking down prices on fur-trimmed 
and sport coats, the reductions ranging 
around 25 per cent. as compared with 
previous prices. Early action in the 
clearing of this merchandise, which is 
being, taken by retailers for post- 
Easter sales, has been prompted by. the 
change away from fur trimmings in 
the new coat models. In these gar- 
ments decoration is obtained through 
the use of taffeta, grosgrain or the 
cloth of which the body of the coat is 
made. Bows are featured in many of 
the styles lately brought out.. The 
dress trade has also been clearing its 
stocks at reduced prices. Additional of- 
ferings for Summer wear are being of- 
fered buyers, with georgette dresses 
featured together with those of. wash 
silks.

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Movement of Stocks Increasing- 
ly Confused—Money 414%, 
Sterling Firm, Lira Higher. 





Movement of prices on yesterday’s 
stock market was so utterly confused 
that it was difficult at any moment 
to say what was the actual trend. 
Even numerically, advances and de- 
clines for the day were closely bal- 
anced, and their distribution among the 
various active shares was altozether 
meaningless, except as indicating the 
boldness or timidity, as the case might 
be, of ‘professional spéculators on 
either side of the.market. On this 
occasion, .no one pretended that the 
activities of the day proceeded from 
any other than professional sources; 
indeed, it would be difficult to imagine 
serious capitalists’ engaging in a 
market acting after the fashion of 
yesterday’s. 

In @ comparatively short list of 
stocks, advances ranging from 8 to 5 
points were numerous; one of them, 
long admittedly dominated by “pool 
operations,”” was driven up 16%. 
Against this stood a rather. longer list 
of declines running from 1 to 6 points 
and including: many stocks which were 
lately classed as “leaders of the rise’”’ 
—United States Steel:among them. On 
the whole, the picture presented by 
the day’s operations was a market 
with a tendency toward downward re- 
action, that tendency being combated 
with the utmost boldness by operators 
committed to the side of rising prices. 
Such reactionary trend as existed ap- 
peared to be occasioned largely by 
recent evidence of the requisitions on 
credit necessitated by the prolonged 
and spectacular advance of prices. 
There is undoubtedly a certain dislike 
of that aspect of the speculation, on 
the ground of the apparently growing 
assumption that an unlimited credit 
fund is at the disposal of a rising 
market, and that such facilities will 
be impaired‘ neither by dispropor- 
tionate expansion of the loans em- 
ployed for that purpose nor by a con- 
stantly advanced price for active 
securities. : 

Money rates on the Stock Exchange 
remained yesterday at 4% per cent. 
In the exchange market, the Italian 
lira again held first place. Its price of 
4% cents compared with less than 4% 
a month ago and with less than 4% in 
January, and with 3% last July. The 
Italian Government seems unques- 
tionably to be leaving the market to 
follow its natural course in reflecting 
the comprehensive reform of the cur- 
rency and the public finances. 

The Bank of England yesterday took 
in £811,000 gold from the open market, 
making £1,811,000 thus received since 
the present calendar week began. 
There has been no such addition to the 
Bank’s gold reserve in any full week 
this year, or in any other week since 
February, 1926, when sterling had 
reached $4.86. The Bank’s gold reserve 
cannot now be far below the high 
point of 1926, and it has gained some- 
thing like £6,000,000 from the low point 
of last February. This achievement 
appears still more notable, in the light 
of the British foreign trade statement 
for March, published yesterday. 

That gtatement shows little or no 
sign of the recovery in foreign trade 
for which London has been patiently 
waiting. Exports were £4,200,000 less 
than in March, 1926, and £8,100,000 be- 
low 1925, and imports so far exceed the 
same month’s figure in those other 
years that the surplus of imports ex- 
ceeds last year by £12,200,000 and the 
year before by £10,800,000. In the three 
completed months the balance of mer- 
chandise trade against Great Britain 
was £25,300,000 greater than a year 
ago. This is an unpropitious beginning 
for the year. It will be offset by dif- 
ferent comparisons after the present 
month, for the general strike began 
with May last year. But the action of 
sterling and the gold movement, in 
face of such trade results, is highly in- 
teresting. 


SUGAR RECORD FOR YEAR. 


$00,000 Bags of Raw Product Sold 
—Futures Close at 2.92. 


The price of actual sugar moved in a 
direction opposite from that of future 
sugar prices yesterday for what was 
said in trade circles to be the first 
time in years. There were 300,000 bags 
of raw sugar sold, a record amount for 
the year, at 3 cents, which compared 
with a price of 2.937 last week and 
with a record high of 3.5 early in Jan- 
uary. The May delivery price for 
sugar futures closed at 2.92, or at 
about last week’s level for actual 
sugar, compared with a close of 2.94 on 
Monday. January and March deliv- 
eries were correspondingly lower. 

These conflicting trends in the mar- 
ket followed the receipt of advices 
that President Machado would not con- 
tinue in 1928 the policy of sugar cane 
crop restriction followed this year. 
After President Machado announced 
in November that the Cuban cane crop 
would be restricted to 4,500,000 long 
tons in 1927 the price of raw sugar 
went to 3.375, the highest in some 
years. Since that time the price of 
sugar has declined, apparently because 
European and ‘other sugar producers 
took advantage of Cuba’s action to in- 
crease their output. The firmness of 
the actual sugar market in the face 
of Cuba’s departure from a restriction 
policy was laid to buying by refiners

their offerings to clients. This is par- 
ticularly true in the foreign field. 
Countries and industries which a few 
years ago furnished the buik of the 
low-yield issues of the type usually 
recommended to small investors now 
are able to get all the funds that they 
need in their home markets and at 
better terms than the American bank- 
ers can offer. There are still many 
good foreign loans to be had, and 
there will be no general let-up of 
activities, but a smaller proportion of 
the issues will be of the type available 
for trust funds and similar invest- 
ments. Competition for new loans, as 
between American and European bank- 
ers, and as between individual Wall 
Street groups, is constantly increasing.

Reorganization Contemplates a Re- 
duction of $7;800,000 in Annual 
Interest Charges.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Applica- 
tion for authority to issue securities 
contemplated under its plan of re- 
organization was filed with the Iinter- 
state Commerce Commission by the 
newly incorporated Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, St. Paul & Pacific Railroad today. 
Approval of the reorganization plan, 
on which the commission will begin 
hearings soon, would terminate the re- 
ceivership of the old Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Railway. 

One outstanding feature of the new 
structure looks to the issuance of sev- 
eral classes of new securities. They in- 
clude $106,395,096 principal amount of 
fifty-year 5 per cent. mortgage bonds, 
$182,873,693 of 5 per cent. convertible 
adjustment mortgage bonds, $118,845,- 
800 par amount of preferred stock, and 
1,174,060 shares of common stock with- 
out nominal or par value. 

The plan of reorganizatio:. was re- 
cently approved by Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson, and is designed 
to meet all the financial problems 
of the road, which is an _ 11,000- 
mile system operating in twelve West- 
ern States. The road was sold at pub- 
lic auction at Butte, Mont., last No- 
vember. The purchase price was $14U,- 
000,000 and the purchasers assumed all 
outstanding obligations. Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. made the only bid. That firm 
and the National City Company, rep- 
resenting more than 90 per cent. of 
the security holders, joined to reorgan- 
ize the property. 





Declares Action Routine Step. 


The application to terminate the re- 
ceivership of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission yester- 
day was regarded in railroad circles 
here as a routine step to bring the 
matter to as rapid a completion as 
possible. ye 

“The filing of the application was 
' simply a routine step by the reorgani- 
zation managers,’’ R. J. Marony, a 
Vice President of the St. Paul, said. 
“It brings the situation up to the 
point, I believe, where the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is the only 
jurisdictional body to be dealt with 
now. The minority group doubtless 
will appeal in their opposition, as they 
have been permitted to do, but I be- 
lieve their appeal will be settled be- 
fore the commission actually takes up 
the case.”’ 

On behalf of the reorganization man- 
agers, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and the Na- 
tional City Company, it was stated 
that they are anxious to proceed with 
the matter, in view of the fact that 
every day saved represents a saving 
of approximately $2,000 interest on the 
Government loan. It was also stated, 
as was testified before the Senate com- 
mittee a year ago in the case, that it 
is hoped the St. Paul reorganization 
can be completed without any under- 
writing.

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DUETOCOAL STRIKE 


Total of 992,745 Cars Is 16,143 
Under the Record of the 
* Previous Week. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Loading 
of revenue freight for the week ending 
April 2 totaled 992,745 cars, according 


to reports filed today by the rail car- 
riers with the Car Service Division of 
the American Railway Association. 
This was an increase of 64,442 cars 
above the corresponding week 
year, and of 69,345 cars over the cor- 
responding week in 1925. 

Compared with the preceding week 
this year, however, the total for the 
week of April 2 was a decrease of 16,- 
143 cars. While loading of miscellan- 
eous freight showed an increase of 
nearly 14,000 cars over the preceding 
week of this year, there was a decrease 
of 31,814 in the number of cars loaded 
with coal. 

This decrease in coal loadings was 
due to a number of factors which in- 
cluded, beginning on April 1, the strike 
of bituminous miners in the union 
fields, together with the fact that that 
day was also a holiday among the 
mine workers. 

Miscellaneous freight totaled 389,765 
cars, an increase of 13,826 cars over 
the week before and an increasé of 
38,058 cars above the same week last 
year. Compared with the correspond- 
ing week two years ago, it was an 
increase of 24,874 cars. 

Loading of merchandise and less than 
carload lot freight for the week totaled 
269,041 cars, an increase of 6,899 cars 
over the corresponding week last year 
and 6,481 cars above the same week 
two years ago. 

Grain and grain products totaled 37,- 
957 cars, an increase of 325 cars over 
the corresponding week last year and 
3,590 cars above the same week in 
1925. In the Western districts alone, 
grain and grain products totaled 23,417 
cars, an increase of 1,758 over the same 
week last year. 

Live stock amounted to 26,873 cars, 
an increase of 5,509 cars above the 
same week last year and 3,088 above 
the corresponding week in .1925. In 
the Western districts alone, live stock 
totaled 20,305 cars, an increase of 4,645 
over the same week last year. 

Forest products loading totaled 70,877 
cars, 2,538 below the same week last 
year, and 8,709 under the same week 
in 1925.

TO CANCEL COMMON STOCK. 


Grand Rapids Railway Company 
Adopts Reorganization Plan. 

Stockholders of the Grand Rapids 
Railway Company approved yesterday 
a plan of reorganization by which 
$2,000,000 common stock outstanding 
will be canceled and $2,000,000 of 5 per 
cent. preferred stock will be exchanged 
for no-par common stock in a new 
company at the rate of two shares of 
common for each share of preferred. 
The plan also will extinguish a $600,000 
debt and give depositing stockholders 
rights to purchase for $100 one share 
of 7 per cent. cumulative $100 par pre- 
ferred stock and five shares of com- 
mon stock in the new company and 
five options, each entitling them to 
purchase one additional common share 
in the new company at $10 a share up 
to May 1, 1929. 

It is proposed on consummation of 
the plan to sell $200,000 of first mort- 
gage bonds, the proceeds to be applied 
to the retirement of car trust notes. 
Debentures amounting to $355,000, 
$500,000 of preferred stock, and all 
common stock of the Grand Rapids 
Railway are owned by subsidiaries of 
the Electric Railway Securities Com- 
pany.

MERGER PLAN DISCUSSED 





Financial Statement for Last Year 
Presented—Prospects for 1927 
Reported Good. 





Stockholders of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad met in their annual session 
yesterday, discussed briefly the status 
of the proposed merger with the Great 
Northern Railroad, the earnings of the 
Northern Pacific to date and other 
routine matters, after which, because 
of the lack of a quorum of stock 
board had no jurisdiction to review his 
action in refusing to apply the special 
assessment provisions or in fixing the 
rate of taxation when applying them. 
A motion to dismiss a petition filed 
by the taxpayer in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia in an ef- 
fort to force the Commissioner to give 
information concerning taxes paid by 
corporations engaged in similar lines 
of business was denied by the Su- 
preme Court of the District, and on 
appeal, taken by the Commissioner to 
the Court of Appeals of the District, 
affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court, It is to review the judgment of 
the Court of Appeals that the Depart- 
ment of Justice is now applying to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
for the necessary writ. 

The action of the Commissioner in de- 
termining the taxes to be paid involved 
the application of the provisions of the 
Revenue Act of 1918, which directed 
the Commissioner, in cases where he 
was unable satisfactorily to determine 
the invested capital of a corporation, 
or where he found that the ordinary 
method of determining the taxes would, 
because of abnormal conditions affect- 
ing the corporation, work on it un- 
usual hardship, to fix the rate with 
reference to “‘the average tax of rep- 
resentative corporations engaged in a 
like or similar trade or business.” 

The department, in its brief support- 
ing the petition for review, said that 
if the determination of the Commis- 
sioner was subject to review by the 
Board of Tax Appeals, it was also sub- 
ject to review by the courts. 

‘“‘Mahy thousands of these special 
assessment cases have been disposed 
of by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and closed upon the books on the sup- 
position that the Commissioner’s find- 
ings and determination dispose of the 
cases,”’ the brief asserted. 

“The decision below raises a serious 


thousands of these cases to applica- 
tions for refund and to suits in the 
courts to recover taxes alleged to be 
illegally assessed.”’ 

For this and other reasons the de- 
partment contends that the decisions 
of the lower courts of the District of 
Columbia in this matter should be re- 
viewed.

Stockholders of the Erie Railroad and 
Zohn J. Bernet, new President of the 
road, had their first meeting yester- 
day in the’ company’s annual session 
at 50 Church Street, which was said 


to be the largest representative meet- 
ing ever held by the Erie. Out of a 
total of 1,763,863 shares outstanding 
there were 1,403,071 shares voted. 

Marked by a “friendly inquisitive- 
ness’’ on the part of the stockholders, 
the meeting at no time approached the 
bitterly controversial stage of the 
meeting of a year ago, when the man- 
agement was charged with “selling out 
to the Van Sweringens without regard 
for the rights of minority stockhold- 
ers.” President Bernet explained to 
the complete satisfaction of the stock- 
holders his intention to bring the Erie 
up to a standard of efficiency in all 
departments comparable with that of 
the Pere Marquette and the Chesa- 

e & Ohio, with which it is planned 
unite it. He promised honesty and 
economy in management. 

In response to questions put by Dr. 
Henry L. Shively, who holds 350 shares 
of Erie first preferred stock, President 
Bernet answered that he was not in 
@ position to state when payments of

Dr. Shively said the recent advance 
ef the second preferr stock to a

“In response to a question by Dr. 
Shively as to an item on the Erie’s 
balance sheet of advances totaling 
gome $8,000,000 to subsidiaries and 
whether the Erie’s directors were 
maintaining any financial interest in 
any of these subsidiaries, Mr. Bernet 
replied that so far as he knew, no 
director was interested financially in 
any of the Erie’s controlled concerns. 

Robert F. Hogan, another preferred 
holder, asked for data on the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company and the 
emount of dividends which it had paid 
to the Erie over a period of years. 
President Bernet replied that in the 
fourteen years ended with, 1926 the Erie 
had received $63,050,000 in dividends 
from the coal subsidiary. He added

An increase of $3,384,086 in net in- 
eome for 1926, in comparison with that 
of the preceding year, is shown in the 


thirty-second annual report of the Erie 
Railroad, made public yesterday. This 
met income, after all taxes and 
charges, was $10,113,393, equal to $6.72 
a share on 1,124,819 shares of common 
stock outstanding, and compares with 
$6,729,307, or $3.71 a share, in 1925. 

Railway operating revenues for 1926 
aggregated $125,473,504, as compared 
with $118,543,456 in the previous year, 
or a gain of $6,930,049, while non- 
operating income reached $6,874,648, 
against $4,167,799, or an increase of 
$2,706,849. Net railway operating in- 
come totaled $18,052,723, against $17,- 
530,619 in 1925. Operating expenses in- 
creased from $93,238,535 in 1925, to $99,- 
173,496 in 1926. 

The general balance sheet as of Dec. 
31, 1926, shows total assets of $566,196,- 
344, against $560,548,367 at the close of 
1925. Current assets stood at $33,650,- 
811, and current liabilities at. $22,109,977. 
The total corporate surplus for 1926 
was $97,141,413, as compared with $90,- 
431,430 for 1925. 

President John J. Bernet reported 
that freight haulage in 1926 brought-a 
total revenue of $101;979,166, or $7,306,- 
880 more than in 1925. Passenger reve- 
nues totaled $13,014,757, a decrease of 
$735,503. Of the freight revenues, mer- 
«handise accounted for $72,634,390, and 
coal for $29,344,776, these amounts be- 
ing increases over 1925 of $1,132,740, 
and $6,174,140 respectively.

Risé to $6,000,000. 


NEW BUILDING IS STARTED 


Will Represent -$7;000,000_ Invest- 
ment at Wall and Willlam Streets 
—Stockholders Meet April 29. 


A 50 per cent. stock dividend, to be 
paid th: gh an increase in the capital 
stock from $4,0€9,000 to $6,000,000, . will 
be recommended to the stockholders of 
the Bank of New York and Trust Com- 
pany, through action taken by the 
Board of Trustees yesterday. The 
trustees consider this readjustment in 
capital account desirable in view of 
the beginning of the construction of a 
new building at Wall and William 
Streets, which will require a consid- 
erable investment. 

A meeting of the stockholders has 
been called for April 29 to vote on the 
capital increase. If it is approved it 
is expected that quarterly dividends 
at the rate of 18 per cent. a year on 
the increase capital will be paid, be- 
ginning July 1. The distribution to 
stockholders will be one of the most 
generous ever made by a New York 
bank, especially in view of the high 
dividend rate to be paid under the new 
capital structure. Stock of the Bank 
of New York and Trust Company was 
quoted yesterday at $860 a share bid, 
$875 asked. It has been advancing re- 
cently, though the reason for the up- 
‘ward movement was not disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The new building, including the 
ground on which it is to be located, 
will be worth, when completed, about 
$7,000,000, or more than the total capi- 
tal of the bank on completion of the 
present plans. The building is designed 
to be one of the finest banking head- 
quarters in the city. It will be across 
the street from the new Bank of 
America Building and other large 
financial institutions. 

The Bank of New York and Trust 
Company operates under an unusual 
charter, that of the old New York 
Life Insurance and Trust Company, 
which was taken over several years 
ago. The charter provides, among 
other things, that the trustees shall be 
self-perpetuating, so that there is no 
chance of control of the bank passing 
through the purchase of stock by out- 
side interests. The last stock dividend 
declared by the bank was in connec- 
tion with the taking over of the New 
York Life Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany, when a 25 per cent. stock dis- 
tribution was made. 

The bank’s dividend rate was in- 
creased from 20 per cent. to 24 per 
cent. annually on Oct. 1, 1926. On Jan. 
1 last 1 per cent. extra was paid.

Governments May Be Forced 
to Demand It. 


TOO MANY THINGS HIDDEN 


Impossible to Value Stocks From 
Statements Now Made, He Says 
—Universal Rules Lacking. 


Unless the Stock Exchange, the In- 
vestment Bankers Association or sim- 
ilar bodies take appropriate steps, 
Governments will be forced to stand- 
ardize the reports of large industrial 
companies as they now standardize re- 
we of railroads and public utilities, 

it was said last night by Max Rolnik 

of Leslie, & Co., at a meeting 
of the New York Society of Account- 
ants at the Hotel McAlpin 

“Not only stockholders but bankers, 
economists, statisticians and account- 
ants no longer venture opinions as 
Z = value of eke ond pol basis 

@ meagre, complica’ and con- 
densed reports often issued,” said Mr. 
Rolnik. ‘‘As a result, computations as 
to how many dollars a share of com- 
mon stock earned are often mislead- 
ing. This is because there is no uni- 
versal rule as to when certain items 
of profits and losses may be omitted 
from the imcome account. When the 
report is comprehensive enough to dis- 
close that the ommitted items are in- 
eluded in surplus or some reserve ac- 
count, it is possible to recompute the 
earnings on a correct basis. Unfortu- 
nately, many reports do not disclose 
that certain profits or losses are ex- 
cluded from the income account.” 

Mr. Rolnik spoke of “hidden earn- 
ings” of tr United States Steel Cor- 
poration and said the corporation had 
an important ‘‘hidden asset’’ in the in- 
ventory reserve of $50,143,280. He con- 
tinued: 

“Balance sheets, which detail assets 
and liabilities to the last penny and 
which every reader seems to consider 
a check on the honesty of accounts, 
have long lost their authority as a 
guide to the stockholder. They raise 
too many unanswered questions as to 
the valuation of assets. I must add, 
however, that they will always be of 
great value to the company’s creditors. 

“Because accounting is so closely al- 
Ned to mathematics, we are prone to 
regard accounting as an exact science. 
But it is exact only to the extent that. 
certain premises are accepted as cor- 
rect. Every serious, responsible an- 
alyst of a co apceeces report will 
have a score of questions to ask as 
to the premises on which the year’s 
accounting was made, and without an 
answer to these questions his analysis 
is almost valueless. Yet I have rarely 
known of a case where the officials 
of a corporation would clarify the 
mind of the inquirer.”

Proxies Back Amalgamation of 
London Stores at Stormy 
Shareholders’ Meeting.

LONDON, April 12.—After 300 share- 
holders attending the extraordinary 
general meeting of William White- 
ley’s, Ltd., refused today on a show of 
hands to approve amalgamation with 
the American-owned firm of Self- 
ridge’s, Ltd., a resolution to approve 
the agreement for amalgamation was 
carried on a poll which gave the di- 
rectors a chance to use their proxies. 

This decision was taken only after 
heated scenes and emphatic protests 
by opposing shareholders. Many oppos- 
ing speakers were cheered when they 
alleged that the shareholders would 
get practically nothing in return for 
their control. John Lawrie, general 
manager of Whiteley’s, said that 25 
per cent. had been guaranteed by 
Selfridge’s for ten years, which 
equaled the highest dividend ever paid 
by the company. He said it had been 
found increasingly difficult to main- 
tain Whiteley’s profit and turnover in 
recent years because of changing cir- 
cumstances and the geographical loca- 
tion of the store. 

The shareholders did not seem to be 
@acisfied with the explanation. One 
wented to know why the Board of Di- 
rectors allowed themselves to be 
“twisted on the little finger of the 
astute Yankee.” He begged them not 
to perpetrate “‘the crying shame of 
being bamboozled by this smart Amer- 
ican.”’ 

Alderman Stanley Cross also referred 
to the “astute American’’ who seemed 
to have got the better of Whiteley’s.

HGH CHILDREN DE 
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FIVE KILLED BY: TRUCKS 





Six Victims in “New York City— 
Two Others in Jersey City—. 
Eldest Is 12 Years Old. 





A crowd of men and women men- 
aced the driver ofa taxicab that had 
killed Salvatore Gapelli, 3 years old, 
in front of his home at 136 Jefferson 
Street, Brooklyn, yesterday. 
Immediately after the cab, driven by 
Louis Sauer of 3 East 129th Street, 
had hit the boy while he was running 
across the street, the. child’s mother, 
who had witnessed the accident from 
@ window, hurried to the sidewalk, 
screaming. Her cries attracted a num- 
ber of persons who thronged excitedly 
around the driver. Patrolman Samuei 
Price of the Wilson Avenue Station 
had considerably difficulty in scatter- 
ing the crowd and getting Sauer to the 
police station in safety. 

‘ Five other boys were killed by trucks 
in Brooklyn and Queens during the 
day. Albert Madus, 6 years old, of 709 
Hicks Street, was fatally injured when 
he was run down at Hamilton Avenue 
and Hicks Street. George Brown, 
driver of the truck, was held on a 
technical homicide charge. The sec- 
ond boy was Nicholas Androsky, 5 
years old, of 488 Third Avenue, who 
was instantly killed by a truck in 
front of 156 Eleventh Avenue. -The 
driver, Frank Sharkey of 317 Furman 
Street, was also arrested. 

Solomon Lubell, 9 years old, of 340 
Watkins Street, Brooklyn, was killed 
while playing in ‘the ‘street when the 
front wheel of a truck belonging to 
the Superior Mill Supply Company and 
loaded with waste paper passed over 
his body. The driver; John Libmann 
of 681 Woodward Avenue, Queens, was 
held in. Brownsville Court on a charge 
of homicide. 

Abraham Augustowsky, 7 years old, 
of 47 Harrison Avenue, was playing on 
the sidewalk at Harrison Avenue and 
Penn Street when a truck driven by 
Horace Marks of 264 East Tenth Street 
mounted the curb and struck him. The 
boy died instantly. The truck also hit 
Mrs. Annie Neall of 278 Hewes Street, 
but she escaped with cuts and bruises. 
Marks, who was. arrested, told the 
police that his truck had been forced 
onto the sidewalk when another truck 
ae hit it and caused him to lose con- 
trol. 

A hit-and-run truck driver ran down 
and fataliy injured Frank Zippi, 12 
years old, of 5,828 Himrod Street, Co- 
rona, Queens, near Public School 14 
on Otis Avenue, Corona, during the 
afternoon. Zippi died last night in the 
Flushing Hospital.
